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THE HISTORY AND COINAGE OF ARTA- 
XERXES M1, WIS SATRAPS AND DEPENDANTS. 


Arvaxenxes D1, King of Porat, an effeminate and feeble 
ruler, died in the year 358 sc. after a ling reign. of 
forty-six years, during which the Empire decayed, and in 
fact wae threstoened with dissolution. Droysen aaye of 
him that ho played the é/e of a ball in the hands of lie 
harem and his eunuchs, Jnter-alia he had married his 
own daughters Amestris anil Atossa. 

His oldest. gon Darius had alreaily at the age of twenty- 
~~ _ five been myested with the snecession, and, us Platarch 
ells us had bean permitted to wear the pomt of his tir 
weet as a tinrk of royalty, Dariua asked us a favour 
rom: his father the hand of Azpasia, who had been the 
Quistress of Cyrue the younger nnd was now one of the 

Rings conenbines, Artaxerzes gave her her choice andl 
Sire aclodbel to hat) with Darius, lint the hing presently 
ook her away from him again and made her a priestess 
ASE Anaitis, whom Plutarch styles the Diana of Ecbstana 
She was thus compelled to adept a life of perpetual 
chastity. This was highly resented by Darius, who wos 
forther incited by one of the gninilees of the Court, 
Tiribazne, who had himself a grievance, since he had 
Mean successively promised the hands of his two daughters 
LAmestria and Atoasa by the King, whe had ane 
VOL. IL, SEUCES TY. 
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married them himself, They accordingly formed a con- 
spiracy apetinst Artaxerxes This was disclosed to him by 
4 eunuch, who informed him that the conspirators in tended 
to enter his chamber at night and kill him. Tha King, 
anys [litarcl, hail a hole made in the wall of his room, 
covered it with tapestry, and then watched the proceed- 
Ings of the conspirmtors, und aa they advanced sword in 
hon 'to kill him he withdrew inte an inner room, the door 
Of whieh bo bolted. Tirthazus was seized by the guards 
and put to déath after a terribly struggle, Darius was 
tried and condemned to death and was executed: some 
Oifirmed that he was decapitated by his own father, who 
afterwards went to the temple of Ormnzd to returts 
thanks to hia god for hia eseape. Ariaspes was tho 
seoond and only remaining legitimate son of Artaxerxes. 
He was # favourite of the Persians on gerount of his 
mildness anil goo! disposition. He presently committed 
snicide, being incited to do.sn by the supposed threats of 
his father, which were in reality invented by his ambitions 
aml illegitimate brother Qehus, in Old Pirsian, Vahuka, 
_ Arsames, who was his father's favourite, anid like 
Ochns ‘born of a concubine, was now locked wpon os the 
successor to the throne, Ochus, who was encouraged by 
Atessa, with whom he had intrigued, incited Marpat 
the son of Tirihoxus, tO mzastinate him. AD thifs we 
learn from Greek sourees, and the Greeks luted, and had 
uleed occasion to hate, Ochus bitterly, Avceurding to 
Pintarch the successive loss of hia sons at longth over- 
whelmed Artaxorxes with trouble, and he died, he says, 
at the age of ninety-four, after a reien of sixty-two 
years, Diodorus says he reigned forty-three, but it 
would seem in fact that be reigned forty-six vears. 

There waa now no one to dispute the snceession with 
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Ochus, who mounted the throne with the title of 
Artaxerxes [IT]. He is deseribod by the (reeks.aa cruel, 
merciless and trnculent, but there is no doubt Le was 
endowed with courage and vigour. Noeldeke says of 
him that he was one of those despots who can raise up 
again for o time o decayed Oriental Empire, who shed 
blood without seruple, and are aot nice in the ehoice of 
aneans, but who in the netusl position of affairs usually 
contribute to the welfare of the State as » whole. 

For the chronology of this period the safest and, so fur 
‘as we know, the impeccable guide is the Astronomical 
Canon of the Persian Kings. According to this Canon 
Artaxerxes mounted the thrones in the 300th year of the 
mra of Nabonassar, ie. November $50-November 854 n.c. 
Aecording to a statement of Polymnus, vii. 17, he, in 
conjunetion with the eunuchs, the ehamberlain, and 
the captain of the guard, disguised the late king's death 
for ten months, during which he wrote circular letters in 
liis father’s nome and sealed them with the royal 
signet. In one of them he commanded all his subjects 
to obey himself, Uchos, aa their king. This mandate 
wat universally complied with, Therenpon Ochuy 
publicly acknowledged his father's desth and ordered 
a reneral mourning for him in the Persian fashion, 

This postponement of the publication of his death 
accounts, 2ccording to Judeteh, for the disagreement of 
the Royal Persian Oanon, which was kept at lead- 
quarters, where the trith was probably known, with the 
epigraphic evidence from Asia Minor, nnd “he quggesta 
that if we date the death of Artaxersea Mnemon abont 
ithe let of May, $58, then Ochns may be supposed: to 
uve oifievally mounted the throne about the Ist. af 
Mareh. 357 (Kieloasiativehe Studien, 220-291), The new 
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king began his reign by patting to death bis near 
relations and such us might taiso pretensions to the 
throud, If we are to eredit the late writers Justin and 
Curtius, he burted olive his own sister Ocha, whose 
daughter he had married, and having placed his -aneln 
with one hundred of his sonsand grandsons in an open 
court, he had them shot down with:arrows, This. ancle, 
seys M. Dubeas, waa probably the futher of Sisygambis, 
the mother of Dating (odomonnns, for Q. Curtius tells 
us he pot to death eighty of her brothers together with 
her futher in ane day (se Juatin, x. 3, 1; Curtina, x. 
5, 25). This remedy for potential turbulence, which 
always gmtes aguinst the Western conecience, has been 
often justified by the experience of the East aa a vory 
rough means to a good end, 

If we are to follow tho statement of Polyanus above 
quoted, Ochus was everywhere acknowleilyeil ax sovereign, 
but the seeds of disaffection and of rebellion were plenti- 
fally planted everywhere, and this quiet succession was 
the prelude to epeedy disillnsions- 

The provincial governors had been too long in the 
hands of an impotent prince to tolerste a tight rom, 
One of the first ants of Ochus was to send o representative 
to the coast satrape of Asia Minor, from whom the 
greatest danger might be appreliended, commanding 
them to dismiss their mercenary troops, which were the 
great source of their power. This: order was obeyed 
(Scholiast to Dem., E Phil, iv. 19); but as Artaxerxes, 
not content with this disarmament, determined to bring 
to necount Artubaxes, the satrap of the Hellespontine 
Phrygia, who had his sent of government at Daskyhion ; 
for the part he hed taken m the revolts of the 
previous reign, Artabazes determined to resist. Me was 
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the nephew of the late king, and was therefore a 
dangeronsa rival as well ag a powerfol personage (see 
Diodorus, xvi. 22, 1). He liad matric the sister of two 
famous hodian condottieri, Mentor and Memnon, who 
commanded bis mercenarivs. 

In 256 Artabazes entered into an alliance with the 
Athonion admiral Chares, and they presently completely: 
routed the army of the Persion king, which nmmbered 
70,000 men, the commander of which waa tated 
Tithraustes, or perhaps Mithranstes. 

Chures also seized Lampeacus and BSigeion, towne 
having very close tive with the Persian king. Artabaans. 
rowntded Chars with a very handsome largess to pay 
his soldiers with, Diodorus tells ua that at fret this 
news was pleasing fo the Atheniana, and there were 
in fact rejoicings at Athens, bat presently, finding: the. 
resintment it had caused in Persia, whenee Artaxerxes 
went his envoys to lodge a complaint, they repented. 
‘The Great King also threatencd to join the league of the 
four towns of Chios, Rhodes, Cos and Byzantium, which 
had been for some time at war with Athens, with a fleet 
of 200 suil, The Athenians were thoroughly frightened, 
recalled Chares and made peace with the confederated 
townx ‘Thae was concluded the Social War. Chares 
apparently returned to Athens in 34 ne, (Tudeich, 211). 

Artabazes now turned to the Thehans for help, who 
sent 5,000 men oider Pammenes to his nssistance, while 
Philip of Macedon, who was friendly to him, accom panied 
lim to Maronein. ‘This action of the Thebans greatly 
‘Hermuded their faine, for they were bemg hard preseet in 
the Piokian warat the time. Pimmenes is reported to 
Jive won two victories over the troops of the Imperial 
satraps, According to Polyamnus, vil. 35, 2, the two 
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confederstes presently quarrelled, and Artabazes. hud 
Pammenes arrested on « chutge of treachery. 

About 351 1,0. the "Thebans had apparently withdmwn 
their coutingent from Asia Minor and made peace with 
the Great King, having been corrupted by o present of 
$10 talents, and we find them in that year appealing to 
him for help in the Phokian war. “ We do not know whint 
heenme of Artabazes for some time, He apparently fod 
to Macedonia with Memnon, while Mentor went to Eeypt.. 
Fe does not mem to have struck any money during bis 
usurpation. Nor de we know of any coins at al] strock 
in hid special satrapy of Phrygia so early as his time, 

Meanwhile Orontes, wlio had married Rhodogune, 
danghter of the Inte king, another turbulent satrap 
who no donbt felt uncomfortable under the tighter rein 
of the new Persian sovercign, and perhaps liad reason to 
fear punishment from him, ules relielled, He oles, no 
doubt, churished the hope of retaining the control of the 
muritime districts of Western Asin Minor, which he had: 
now held for some years, 

Orontes waa a very notable person in the history of 
the fourth century ac. and it iv only lately that his 
history hus been partially disentangled. From an in- 
soription found by the Germans at Pergamon anil 
containing « fragment of # local chroniele we learn that 
lic was the eon of Artasyms and that he was a Bactrian 
by urigin (see Peryanimne Insortptions, no. 613), Om a 
second inscription found at Nimrod Dagh on the tomb 
of Antiochus the First, king of Commagene, who was his 
Jéscendant, we read, “To the memory of Arcandes, sow of 
Artasums, who married Rhedlogune, dangliter of the 
King of Kings, the great Artaxerxes, called Memon” 
(Hermann and Puchstein, Belen), Aronniles, as Keinach 
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thas shown, ia only the Armenian: form Ernant of the 
name Orontes; ‘These inscriptions muke it plain that 
the Orentes who ocenpiod anid fortified Pergamon im the 
reign of Artaxerxes the Third wns the same Urontes who 
aa early as 401 oo, when he had already married 
Rhodoguny, waa satrap of Armenia, as we learn from 
Xenophon and ‘Trognus Pompeius (Prol. x), He hud 
commanded the land forces of the Great King in his war 
against Evagoras the First: of Cyprns, while Tiribares: 
commanded the sea forces (Diodorus, xv, 2), and pre- 
sently conspired against the latter and persumled the 
Great King to withdraw bim, and himself negociited 
peace with Evagoras in J8) fe. After a while 
an inquiry wae instituted, ‘Tissaphernes was restural to 
favour aul Orontea was probably compromised and 
apparently transferrid to another government, for when 
we next’ hear of him he is styled Satrapy of Alysia 
(Diodorts, xv. 90, 3); atearding to Noeldeke this is the 
only occasion when Mysis t treated os a satrapy, andl it 
was perhipa constituted specially for him. At ull events 
his position aa a son-in-law of the late king and as 
a snocessftl aoldier led to his being wppointed leader 
in the great rebellion of the satraps which took plave 
about 887 po., in whieh almost the whole of Asia Minor, 
Syria anil Phanicia were compromised. It would seem 
thot Orontes now became the dominant factor in the 
polities of the maritime diatricta of Asia Minor, and re- 
mained 40 Tjore or less for many years—in. fact till his 
disappenrance from Western Asia Minor sbont (+49 n.0., 
Actopliradites, who wna loyal to Artaxerxes, was at this 
time the eatmp of Lydia and Tonia, 

We must assign to this time Orontes sccupation anil 
fortification of Pergamon, of which epigraphic evidence 
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was found by the Germans ‘in their excavations there, 
and his struggle in lonia and Lydia with Autophradsted, 
mentioned by Polywuns (vii. 14,24}. In 334 and G54 pc, 
Orontes was again in open strife with the Great King, 
#4 is clear from a speech of Demosthenes (Ze Symmoriis, 
186). In the following year we must date some of the 
motumental records in which Orontes is mentioned 
(C.A. ii, 108) in transactions arid schemes of alliance 
with Athens, where the Persian and Anti-Persian parties 
riled the root by turne Ab inseription dated in that 
year reconls the conferring of honours wpon him by the 
Athenians (see Judeich, op. ett. 215-210). Tuileich 
speaks of Orontes aml the King of Egypt as in faet the 
most powerful opponents of the Great King, anil suys 
the former tuust have controlled the greater purt of the 
‘coast Of Western Asia Minor. The Athenians, aceord- 
ing to an inscription, put their commanders, Chares, 
Cluridemos and Plokion, at his services (Judeich, 213), 
This alliance may be placed between 364 and 350 mvc, at 
which latter date we find the Athenian Phokion taking 
part in the Cyprian expedition organised by Idrivns of 
Caria ou behalf of the Great King (Judeich, 215,219) 
Orontes now seems to have returned to Armenia. 

Tt is yery probable that some of the finest coins struck 
at Lampeacus wore issued during his usurpation, and it 
seems 10 me very probable that the head of « Persian 
sitmap on i well-known Lampeacene stater in the Hun- 
terian Collection represents Orontes, a Von Sallet and 
Six also think (see Num. Chron. 1888, p, 11), Other 
oing jn silver and bronge, with the head of Pallas or 
Zone or. a man’s head with a Persian headdress on 
aide and on the other a winged lores, and identicul 
with the caing of Tolls, only bearing the smme OPONTA, 
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and therefore clearly strack by Orontes, have by some 
Jwen attritivted to Lampsacts, and by others toTolla, both 
being in Mysia, and both lisving need the winged pegasus 
asatype. Others again, with a naked warrior kneeling 
anil defending Linself with o shield and a short spear on 
the obverse, and with the fore-part of & winged Dour in 
au ineuse square.and signed OPONTA, have been attri~ 
buted to Oluzomenne on account of the reverse type 
(seco B. M Cat., Sonia, p. 326). These coins have been 
also attributed to "Tarsus, from the T between the 
warrior's logs, but we have no evidence that Orontes 
ever had authority at Tarsus, His ve was in Western 
Asin Minor, and this letter must mean something else, 
Orontes, as wa have seen, was styled satrap of Mysia by 
‘Diodoris, und IF would suggest that the T stands for 
‘Touthrania, a famous town if not the capital of Myata, of 
which an account is given by Six (aoe Num. Chron. 1800, 
pp 188-190), and it may be that the winged boar on 
‘auime of the anepigraphie coma of Claxomenim thay, he in 
tis cake of these coins with the T, refer uot to Clazomenis 
but to Touthrania. It is’at all eventa clear that the tabric 
of these coins ts quite different from those of Tarsus, to 
which place Babelon also repudiates their attribution, 
anil that they must belong to Western Asin Minor (Len 
Perse Achémenides, Ixxiv., note 5), 

It is nevertheless curious thut the kneeling hoplite 
ghoul! occur both ou this coin and alse on true coina of 
Tarsus with Aramaic letters representing the beginning 
of its name, Waddington very ingeniously, and 1 think 
righily, explained the figure us the result of the ehangeil 
tactics introduced by Chabrias. the Athenian admiral, 
We read of him that he taught his soldiers when. charged 
by the enemy to kneel on one knee, to rest their shield 
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against their other knee, and to bold their lances at the 
rest (Polymn. iil, 2; Corn, Nepos, Chabrias). ©. Nepow 
saya the deviee became so famous in Greece that Clinbrias 
chose to have hia own statue, which was ereeted in his 
honour by the Athenians in the forum, in thie posture. It 
is precisely. the attitude of the hoplite on the coins, and 
it is well to remember that the careers of Orontes and 
Chabrins were largely contemporary anil that the latter 
commanded) an Athenian fleet which was in the pay of 
the King of Egypt in his war ogainat Artaxerxes 
Mnéemon, when the revolted districta of Asia Minor, whieh 
included Gilicia, and therefore ‘Tarsus, were in: alliance 
with him. It seema to me that.we must alao assign to 
this famons and very powerful prince (Ge, Qrontes) eome 
other coins, all apparently of thi¢ dite and struck in 
different-parts of tho coast region of Asin Minor, where 
he was virtually king, Among these the most famous is 
a splendid tetmdmchm in the British Museum (sve 
Catalogue of fon, pl.-xxxi. 6) with o remarkable head 
of a satrap on the obverse, while on the reverse we lave a 
lyre sich .aa occurs on the coins of Colophon, and on 
sme uncommon coins of Tasoe in Caria, with the imsorip- 
tion BADIA. I gee no reason to doubt the attribution 
of this com to Colophon, and it seems to me that its 
style makes it very unlikely to be @ Carinn coin aa Bix 
and Babelon have argued, nor does it seem probable 
that the head on the obverse, which is not crowned with 
the odor, but wears the ordinary heudl-dreas of a 
satrap, can be anybody else than the satrap himeell 
Upon this 1 quite agree with Babelon (op. cit, xxxiv.), 
but I differ from him as to the satrap who issned it. Ile 
arguce it was Tissaphernes. I think the evidence points 
strongly to its having been Orontes. It will be remem- 
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bored that Plutarch, im his life of Aratus, says that 
the fave of Orontes, the Persian, was like that of 
Alkmmon, son of Amphiarus, which makes the beautiful 
portrait on this coin more interesting. Basitews would Iw 
w style fitting to Orentes ut this time. The same head 
occurs on the obyerse of another ccin in the Munich 
Colléetion, on the reverse of which is & horsetiun 
apparently in Persian dress, riding to the left, under 
which is the inscription KIZ@A, i. Vistliono, a town in 
Mysin, which I would also attribute to Orontes (see 
Babelon, op, yet. lexiv.). 

[um further disposed to transfer from Tissaphornes to 
Oronive thine other well-known coins, one formerly mm 
the Fox collection and now ot Berlin, with u satrap's 
head very like in features to the Colophon tetrudmechim 
above mentioned and with the same head-dres, and on 
the reverse the kneeling figure of the great king wearing 
the cidaris and holding a bow and spear, iuseribed BAEIA, 
and having o galley with one tow of oars in the 
ficld (see Balelon, ep. of. p- xxxii.) A dmehm with 
the came obverse and reverse types is in the British 
Museum (Cut. of Toni, p. Ixxxi. 7) and is inscribed BAz. 
‘A sirnilar hemidrachm is in the French Collection and 
inseribed BA (see Babelon Cat., No. 167), 

Let us now return again to Artaxerxes. Soon after 
his acccssion, it would seem from a somewhat vague ari 
‘ndetinite statement in Diodorus that he made on 
attempt to canquer Egypt, but he was unfortunate (Diod. 
Sic. xvi. 40). The Egyptian forces on that occasion 
wero commanded by Diophantes the Athenian and 
Lamina the Spartan (id. xvi. 48), It does not seem that 
he commanded his own army In person. However this 
was, it seems pretty certain that it was this defeat which 
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largely eneourmged the revolt of the Phomicians od 
other dependants of the Great King in the Mediterranean. 

The Spartan faction seems algo to have filled 4 ¢on- 
spicnous fe at the time in the Kgyptian army (see 
Polyen., Strat, ii. 66; Front, Strat. ii. 8,13) Theo 
pompus has a rhetorical passave dewwribing the loyalty 
af the various allies and dependants of the Persian king 
at this time, “ What city or whatnation of Asia,” he 
saya, “dill not bend embassies to the sovercign? What 
wealth did they not lavish on him, whether the natural 
products of the soil or the rare and previons productions 
‘fart? Th he not receive a quantity of tapestry and 
woven hangings, some of purple, some of divers colours, 
others of puro white 7, many gilded pavilions completely 
furnished and wontaining an abtindant eupply of linen 
and sumptuous beds ?, chased silver, wrought gold, onps 
and howls, evriched with precious «tones, or valuable for 
the perfection and tichness of their work? He also 
received untold supplies of barkarian and Grecian 
weapone, und still larwer numbers of draught cattle and 
svctilicial victims, bushels of preserved fruit, bales and 
sacks full of parehments and books, and al] kinda of 
useful articles, So great was the quantity of salted 
monte which pearet. in fren all rides that a it a 


or high mounds” (Png. 1235 in Maller's Frag. Hist, 
Gree, vol. i, 208-0; Masperon, The Passing af the 
Empires, TH), 

At this time the focus and capital of Phamicia was 
Tripolis, which, says Diodorus, comprised three cities all 
within a furlong (wodidm) of each other, numely, the 
qttarter of the Sidonians, of the Tyrions, and of the 
Avadians respectively. It was there the senate mot io 
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deliberate upon the aflsirs of the country, The Great 
King was represented there by his satrap or legate, 
who treated the townamen haughtily and tyrannically, 
and they determined to rebel. Having concerted a 
common policy with the test of the Phomnicians, the 
townsmen approached Nectanebo, the Egyptian king, 
eho Was then ot ieane with the Porsian king; thay 
offered iim their allianes, and they prepared for war. 

Tnaswueh ax Sidon waa the richest of all the Phomiomn 
towns, and its merchants had great fortunes, (ts habitants 
determined to boild @ large number of trirames, to crilist 
a large body of mercenaries, and to bring tovether ample 
arms and provisions, aud in order to begin the straggle 
- and to compromise the position, thay destroyel the myal 
garden or Puradeison, in which tho Persian kings haul 
heer want to douse themselves, and they cut down its 
trees. Maspero says, F do not know on what unthority, 
that it was in the Lebanon ‘hey then set fire to tho 
forage whith the satrap= hod eillévted to feed thi 
horses. with—thie was apparently a provision prepared for 
the coming Egyptian war; and lastly, they seized and 
executiat the Persian officiila who had ill-nsed them. 
Thus, whatever offence was committed by others, there 
ean be no donbt the Sidonians had especially incurred 
the wrath of Artawerxes. 

The revolt of the Phanicians and Cypriana. aroused 
the Great King to make a vigorous affort to reinstate 
the fortunes of the Empire, and he determined not aguin 
to entrust the task of re-conquoring the rebels to his 
jneapalle or unfortunate lieutenants, but to take com- 
qmand of the forces himself; and he acoordingly prepared 
A great armament with, large supplies of arms and an 
ample commuissariit. His arty consisted of 00,000 toot- 
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soldiers and SOM) cavalry, with a fleet of 300 triremes 
and 500 transports aud provision alipa, anil having 
assembled it at Babylon, be marche westwards, This 
was apparently in the year 45 or 314 5.0. 

While he was on ‘the march, Helesys, the satrap of 
Syria, and Maznjos, the satrap of Cilicia, assembled their 
forces ond uttacked Phoenicia. Meanwhile Tennes, the 
king of Sidon, secured the help of a contingent of 4,000 
men under the command of the skilled pondottiers Mentor 
the Rhodian, These were sent him by the Egyptian 
king, aud with their help and that of the citizens he 
attacked the two satraps just mentioned, who no doubt 
had marched aguinst him from the north, and expelled 
the Petsinna from Phomicin. 

Meanwhile a similar revolt took place in Cyprus, 
where there were at this time nine petty kings who ruled 
over nine considerable cities, under whose authority were 
ranged the lesser towns, ‘These kings hud all aeknow- 
lwlgwd the supremacy of the Persian king, They now 
eonspired together, and each one proclaimed himeelf 
independent, Artaxerxes, furious at this act, which 
certainly bordered on insolenre, wrote to Idrieus, Prince 
of (Caria, and bade him send ships and an army of fout- 
soldiers to reduce the island, 

About the pour 353 n,c, there had died Mauzeolua, the 
king or rather the hereditary satrap of Caria, and faithful 
friend of the Girent Ling,, He wea suceceded by hia 
wife and sister Artemisia, who, two years later, also died, 
after building the famous Mausoleum for her hushanil, 
of which the romaine are in the British Museum, She 
was in turn suceeeded by her brother [driews, who had 
also married his sister Ada. Jt was the fashion im Caria 
for kings te marry their sisters, anid the widowe succeeded 








their hustands, to the prejudice of their living brothers 
an also of the sans of the late king. 

Tdriews-equipped 40 triremes, on which he put a force 
of §,000 merconaries under the leadership of the condot- 
tiere Fhokion of Athens and of Evyagoras, who had some 
years before been over-king of the island, or rather of 
the Phoenician aetilementa there, and waa now an exile. 
His banishment had perhaps been due to his having sided 
with the Persians. ‘This force was sent to Cyprea, and 
proceeded to uttack Salamis, the largest of the Cyprian 
towns, They dug a trench and built themselves a for- 
tress, and beleaguered the town by sea snd land. The 
islond lmd long been at peace, and was very rich, whence 
the invading troops secured a lange booty. This having 
been noised abroad, they were speedily recruited from 
the opposite coasts of Syria and Cilicia. In. this- way 
the army of Phokion and Evagoras was doubled in size, 
and the petty kings were reduced to dliredistress, Shortly 
‘after this Phokion returned to Athens and took part in 
the war with Euboa in 340 1.0, 

Let us now return to Ochoa. He marched, as I have 
said, from Babylon to Phonicia. Tennes; the King of 
Sidon, was terrified at the appearunce of such a force and 


the disparity in numbers between it and his own army. 


He determined to save his own skin, and acconlingly 


either he or his mercenary general (the necount 1s 


confused, and perhaps it waa the latter), sent one of his 
eonfijential officers named Thersalion to Artaxerxes, 
with an offer to surrender Sidon to him, and further 
promised to help him against Egypt, which he could 
the more oasily do as he knew the country well and 
knew the various fords across the Nile, 

Artaxerxes was delighted with what he heard from 
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Thersalion, and promised to rewant Tennes greatly if he 
carried out his promise. Thersallonaske! the Groat King 


to hold ont hiv hand as a token of his sincerity as. 


was the wimt among the Persians—a demand which 
greatly angered him, for it ssemed an imputation upon 
his integrity; but he eventually consented to do ao, and 
Thersalion returned to his people (Died. Sic, xvi. 
41-45), 

The Great King had a mech more iorportant object than 
the subjection of Sidomandthe Phomician towns, namely, 


to recover his hold upon Eeypl, which liad eo muoel 


baffled him, and he determined to use all the weapons 
he conld command for the purpose. He sent envoys 
to ask help from the Greek cities. ‘Nhe Sacred War was 
almost ntean end, The Athenians and Lacedamonians 
sent him sympothetic messages, bot no material abd. 
The Thebans sent him 1,000 heavyzarmed men under 
Lacrates, while the Argives sent hum 3,010, who were 


placed under Theostratos, the King’s own nominees, He 


was famous both for his courage and his prodence, and 
iilso for hia great physical strength, and iinitated Hoer- 


ules in: that he wore « lion's akin and eartied « club 


when fighting. The Greeks of Asia Minor also sent a 
contingent of 6,000 men under Bawoas, so that the Greek 
contingent mounted wp to 10,000 men, | 

Meanwhile, Ochus arrived before Sidon, whose im- 
habitants had determined to reatst him in the most) des- 
porate fashion. They had girdled their city with » triple 
ditch and also built a wall around it, and duly equipped 
it for a great struggle [ts citizens voluntecred nobly to 
defend their home, They were rich as well ay brave, and 
wh are told by Diodorus that they furnished a‘fleet of 100 
triromes and qin Wiremes, 
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‘These preparations were, however, af no avail in view 
of the treachery of the Sidonian king {abetted hy the 
mercenary loxler Mentor), ar perhaps rather of Mentor, 
who dominated the king, They left the place with 500 
men on pretence that they were going to attend the 
general assembly of the Phoenicians, and also took with 
them 100 of the principal citizens. The latter were handed 
over to Artaxerxes, who had them mercilessly alaughtered 
as authors of the revolt, while he extended a tempormry 
favour to 'Ténnes, Presently 50) more citizens come 
out, bearing olive-branches, for under the circumstances 
resistance was hopeliss, Theyasked for mercy for them- 
selves and their compatriots, but were ruthlessly put to 
death. Afterwards, we are told, Tennes persiaded the 
Egyptian mercenaries to surrender the place, and to 
allow him anil his patron, the Great, King, to enter it. 

The conduct of Tennes all through this busmess was 
ay Utterly purposeless and base thit fe would almost seem 
as if Diodortis had not told us the whole truth, At all 
ovents we read with some satisiietion that, judging that 
Tennes could ia longer be of service to him, Artaxerxes 
hail his throat cut; perhaps he executed him becnuse he 
failed to secure the actual surrender of the city, The 
Bidoniuns, inspired by one of those acts of dramatic 
despair with which history ig studded, burnt their ships 
lest any of the citizens whould try to escape, and when 
the enemy entered the place they shut. themselves np in 
their honses with their wives and children und set fire to 
them. It is reported, says Diodorus, that 40,000 of 
them, inclading honsehold servants, thus perished. 
After the fire the Ring-sold the ashes for many talents, 
for the city was very rich, and @ large quastity of gold 
and «silver was fonml melted among the ruins, ‘Tha 
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terrible fate of Sidon frightened the other eities of 
Phoenicia, which surrendered and again acknowledged the 
supremacy of the Great Ring. 

Let ne now return to Artaxerxee. Plicenioia and the 
greater part of Cyprus being at his feet, the way was 
open for him to prosecute what was really his great aim, 
namely, the conquest of Egypt. hither he marched 
with sll his forces. Diodorus tells us when they reached 
the Sirbonian Lake he lost part of his army in ‘the bogs, 
then called Barathro, from o want of knowledge of the 
country. Having travererd this difficult district, he at 
length reached the first mouth of the Nile (that called 
Peltsium) where it enters the sea, which hol been 
strongly fortified by the Epyptians, and where 4,000 
men were in garrison under Philophron, Thess were 
doubtless mercenaries and most probally Greeks, for 
their captain bears 4 Greek nanu:. 

The Thebsn contingent in the Persian army made the 
first assault upon the diteh, but the place was hotly de- 
fended and the attacks on the first day wert repelled. 
The: next tay the Greeks were divided into three hodias, 
éach ander Greek leader, with whom was associated « 
trusty Persian, 

Tho first brigade consisted of Baotians and was led by 
the satmp of Ionia and Lydis, «a man of high descent, 
witha great body of horse and foot. Thodorus saya these 
were all barbarians, that is to say they ware not Greeks, 
and doubtless. comprised various Asiatic contingents. 

The second brigade was composed of the eontingent 
from Arzos under Nicostratus, with whom was Aristazanes, 
one of the Great King’s most trusted friends. THe had 
6,000 men with him and eighty triremes,

_ The third brigade was led by Mentor, who hod betrayed 
Sidon and had formerly commanded the mercenaries in the 
Egyptian service. With him was Rapous, an able and 
niscrupnlons man. He commanded the Greeks who were 
the Great King’s subjects, ie. the Greekw of Asin Minor, 
and o great bly of barbarians, besides a large navy, 
The rest of the army the King kept in his own hands 

The forees of the Meyptian king Novtanehe were moch 
smaller in number. He had 20,000 Greek mercenaries, 
as many Africans—these were probably Libyans—and 
60,000 Egyptinns, besides a grent fleet of river bonts on 
tle Nile, and he had fortified the Arabian frontier by 
planting there a great number of fortresses well armed 
and eqitipped ; but he wea tot a solidior, and was yain- 
glorious of hia former successes when he possessed some 
excollent commanders; nor would he aliow others: to 
interfere, but determine) to take the emomand himself. 

Having garrisoned the towns, he with 30,000 Exyptions, 
5,000) Groeks and half of the Libyans, defended the most — 
dangerous Apprade hes, 

The Angives, under Nicostratus, having seized some 
Figyptinnes, detainel their familica ns hostages and made 
the men uct as guides. Through their aid they managed 
to traverse one of the eandls traversing the marshes of 
Mensaleh with their fleet, round to a point where their 
men were Tnndod and encamped. Hore they were attacked 
by 7,000 of the exeaiy under Klinina, of the island of Cos. 
The battle was sharp,:and Klinins with 5,000 of lis men 
was killed, This defeat put Nectanobo, the Egyptian 
king, into a panic, and he determined to withdraw to his 
eapital, Memphis. 

Meanwhile Lacrates the +Theban, who wus attacking 
Pelnsinm, managed to dmin the trench which girdled the 

og 
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town, and raised a mound close by the walls, on which 
ho planted battering machines with which he battered 
the walls. The garrizon replaced the breaches with fresh 
walld and also raised op high wooden towers. The place 
held out for-somo days, nntil the garrizon heard of the 
king's retreat, They then agreed to surrender on con- 
dition that they should be allowed to return to Greece 
with whatever they brought with them out of the town. 
Bayoas was thereupon ordered to yarrison Pelusium with 
a body of Persians. 

The promise to the soldiers who had surrenilereil was 
net kept, and they were deprived of many things thoy 
were carrying, which so exaapersted Lucrates that he 
attacked the Persians and killed some and put others to 
Michi, Bagoasamong them, When the matter was reportad 
to Artaxerxes he decided that Lacrates waa right anil those 
whe had plundered Philopliran’s men were punished. 

Meanwhile Mentor spread ulroad the report that the 
Great King would receive gmvciousl!y and parton all those 
who stbmitted, while the towns which resisted would be 
treated as Sidon head been treated, He also gave their 
liberty to all the Egyptian captives he had made. This 
artful policy speedily led to dissensions between the rival 
Egyptians knd Greeks who garrisoned the towns, anil 
there was a strong party everywhere in favour of surrender. 
The firet place to do so was Bubastis, whenee the Egyptians 
gentan envoy to the Grevk commanders. He wus way- 
laid by Mentors Greek mercenaries, and his employers 
were attacked and driven into a corner by their faithless 
allies. The Egyptians then sent o fresh messenger to 
Bagoas offering ti surrender thé place This seems to have 
aroused the jealousy of Menter, who secretly advised the 
Greeks in the town of what had taken place, and eoun- 
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gelled them to set upon Bagons and hia Persians direetly 
they had got them entrapped in the place, This was 
done; Bagoas was captured and had to appeal to Mentor 
to resoue him, Mentor then himself persuaded the Greeks 
to surrender the pluce and also to spare Bagoas; thus the 
latter got the credit of capturing the place. 

Strange tu aay, the result of all this was that Mentor 
and Bagoas became firm friends and ths real masters of 
Persia, for Mentor was afterwards made governor of 
all tho maritime districts of the Empire, and Bagous was: 
male satrap of Upper Asia. 

The other cities of Lower Egypt followed the example 
of Bubustia, anil Nectanebo, aecing that Ins cause was: 
hopeless, collected a large moss of treasure and fled to 
Ethiopia, Thus Artaxerxes recovered Egypt again for 
the Persians. He demolished the walls of the chief ctties 
and spoiled the temples of their trensures of gold and 
giver, anil also carricdl away tho records from the most 
ancient temples, These last, Bagoas presently allowed 
the priests to ransom for a large sum of money. 

In former days, when fortune bod not smiled upon 
Artaxerxes, the Egyptians, who hated him bitterly, had 
nicknamed him “the ass,” which to tham was a most 
unclean beast. [is revenge was characteristic, “He 
omtered that an usa should be installed in the temple of 
Ptah and have divine honours paid to it, while the sucred 
bull Apis was daughtered and served up ata banquet 
which he gave his friends on taking possession af “the 
White Wall.” It was even said that he killed it with his 
own hand, whence the Egyptians afterwards called him 
“the dagger.” ‘The sacted goat of Mendes was also 
slauhtered, and, aa Maspeso suggests, the other sacred 
animals probably met the same fate. 








- Artaxerxes after his jrreat sucvess sent home the (reck 

ercenuties, who hud served him eo well, with large 
=a anil having appointed Pherendates satrap of 
Egypt, he returned to Babylon laden with epoil( Diod. Sie. 
xvi, ¢, 47-54), having also restored the prestige anil power 
of the Empire toa high condition. The work was really 
done- very largely by his Greek commanders and Greek 
incremmaries, and wher the same forees were marshalled 
against it by the strong hand of Alexander presently, the 
same Empire fell in pieces like « house of cards. 

Let us, however, continue our story, Mentor, the man 
of many reaptirees and of scant loyalty, was amply 
rewarded for his recent services. He waa inter alia 
presented with a hondred talents of silver and rich 
fornitire for his house, and, as we have seen, he was 
made governorof all the coast lands of Asia Minor, with 
virtually absolute power, Mentor waa tho brother-in-law 

of Artabazes, who, as we have sean, lmd revolted ngainst 
tle Persian King: Wien Athens made peace with 
the confederated towns, Artabazes fled to Macedonia to 
Philip, Memnon of Rhodes, who afterwards fought so 
wall against the Mucedonians, and who was a brother of 
Mentor, had also rebelled against the Great King and 
sought refuge with Philip, who was always willing to 
harbour the revolted servants of his Eastern rival, 
“Mentor now secured their pardon from the Great King 
and sent for them with their families. Artabazes had 
‘eleven eons and ten daughters, and Diodorns tella us 
that Mentor was dolighted with his nephews and nieces 
and promoted the former to high sommands in the army, 

His first expedition was: against Henniss, the Princes 
of Atames in Mysia, oppasite Leshos, the friend of 
Aristotle, who had rebelled and who possessed many 
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strong cities ani csatlee THe inveigled him into a 
parley, secured his signet ring and wrote letters in his 
hate to his various cities, suying that he had been 
restored to the royal favour through the interest. of 
Mentor, and the various governors accordingly rave up 
their towna. Hermias was put todeath, This manauvre 
greatly plessed the Great King, By similar adroitness 
we are told by Diodorns he secured the obedience of the 
other rebellions chieftaing (op. wit. xvi. 62), 

The growing pewer of Philip of Macedon, of which 
Artaxerxes lad been warmed by the Athenians, had 
opened the oyes of at least one of the Persian grandees, 
namely, Arsites the satrap of the Hellegpontine Phrygia, 
and we read how in 340 nc. he vent help to the city of 
Perinthus when besieged by him, and thus enabled it to 
successfully revist his attack (Diod, xvi, 75),. The Great 
King turned a deaf ear, however, to the prayer of the — 
Athenian envoys for a subsidy, and. even wrote.a tracu- 
lent reply, embodying his suspicions and containing 
“menaces which bia early death probably prevented him 
earrying out. Thus did the Persians lose their most 
promising ally in their deadly struggle with Macedon. 

As 1 am trying to make this paper a fairly complete | 
monograph I ought to aay a word about an obscure part 
of the mign of Artaxerxes, namely, his dealings with the 
Jews, The Jews apparently joined in or sympathised 
with the general revalt of Syria and Phoonicia. Artamnes, 
king of Cappadocia, lft two suns, Ariarathes and) Holo-. 
phomes, Diodorus talls-us that the latter took part with 
the Great King in bia campaign against Egyptand was 
richly rewarded by him, and that, by the affection of 
his brother ho was mised to the highest dignities (op. 
mi. xxxi, 19). Noeldeke suggests vary plausibly: that 
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he was employed by Ochus to pacify Palestine, which 
acconnts for the prominent plice hw ocetipies in the book | 
of Judith asan enemy of the Jews, We are told that at 
this time Jericho was captured by the Persians and the 
Great King settled a oimber of Jews in Hyreania and 
Babylonia (Euseb,, Siyeelfus,s. 480+ Solinus, xxxv, +, 
& 171; Orosins etl, Mommesen, ini. 7, G1 £). 

Tt was probably after his return from his expedition to 
Egypt, loaded with riches and prestiye, that Artaxerxes 
built a palace wt Persepolis. An inscription still remaing 
there in which he records his potioalogy, his devution to 
Ormuztl and Mithra, and his building of «a yailted 
colonhads (Oppert, Records of the Puaat, First Sorios, tx. 
86 and 87). 

Meanwhile, according to Diodorus, Artaxerxes grew 
mane an more disliked by his people for his ill-nature 
and cruelty, and we are told that Bagoss, “ a chiliareh 
and also a eunuch ”—loubtless the Bagows alread y 
mentioned, who was evil-disposed and warlike—with the 
holp of his physician, administered poison to the King, 
and put bis youngest son Arses on the throne (Diodorus, 
vii. 6). The death of Ochus took place in the yoar 

BOG B.C. 
According to Elian (Pur, JTist, ¥i-8) the news of the 
leat of Ochus was hailed with great delight in Egypt, 
upon which he had pressed with a oruel heel. It was 
aceopted bythe Eyyptians as a proof of the vengeance of 
the pods whom he had outraged, It was reported that 
Bagoss wis an Egyptian, that he had bean privy to 
putting to death the sacred Apis-under compulsion, and 
that ns exm as he could do it in safety he had avenged 
the sacrilege. It was further ssid that he ate a portion 
of thy dead king’s body and threw the rest to the cats, 
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He then collected his bones and made them into 
whistlea and imife hundlea (Elian, Var. Hist., ed 
Didot, 852-3; see Maapero, The Passing af the 
Nations, 807), This is of course 4 more folk-iale of 
the Egyptians, and was probably spread about by 
the priesta; but it may mean that Bagons throngh- 
out allthis time hod remained faithful to his 
Egyptian religion and antecedents, This may explain 
the story told of him by Joseplius. He calls him the 
goneral of “another Artaxerxes," and says he polluted 
the Yomple at Jerusalem and imposed tribute on the 
Jews of o shekel for oyory lamb they offered im the daily 
gacnfioes. He farther tells us that 4 certam Jesus or 
Joslin waa the brother of Johanan or John, the High 
Priest, and was a friend of Bagoas or Bagores (as he calls 
him), who hod promized to get him the high-priesthood, 
and relying on this support he qnarrelled with Johanan 
Gn the Temple and was killed by him. Josephus 
denonnees this as actime whieh hud never before been 
oimmiited either by Greek or barbarian, and tells us 
that in consqacnoe of it the Tews-were enslaved and the 
‘Temple was. polluted by the Persians, DBagows, in fact, 
insisted upon entering the Temple, and punished the 
Jiwa for seven years for the murder of Joshuw (Ant. 
SL i). 

Let ua now turn to the regal and satrapal coms which 
were issued during the reign of Ochus. In regard tothe 
imporial evinage of Artaxerxes, | haye three things to amy. 
Tn tho first place, as in the cast of the other Persian 
kings, the coinage of gold was no doubta 5 pecial privilege 
of the sovereien, and wis in fact one of the most ex- 
elusive privileges retained by him, and, 48 Babelon saya, 
# Although there exist some gold coins of the last kings 
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of Salamis and Citium, in Cyprus, aud of aome other 
Cypriot dynasts, and of the Carian Pixodaros, it may be 
stated as a demonstrated truth that the King of Kings 
had the solo right of coining gold coins in Asia. Neither 
the kings of Tyre, Sidon, Gebal, Aradus, nor the Qilician 
or Lycian dynasts, nor generally those of Cypres and 
Caria, nor the most powerfnl satrapas tor the most 
Hourishing towns of Asia Minor struck gold coins" 
(op. ett. iv.), 

Tt was no doubt from the Porsian kings that the 
tradition passed on to Alexander, who reserved to himself 
the sumo privilege exclusively, aa did his successors the 
Saleucidw, the Piolemies, ete. Eventually the Roman 
Empetors also treated this vonage as a prealium of their 
own, whence ai Babelin says, the Bold coin was styled 
the sore woneta, that spec inlly reserved for the Emperor, 

I have no doubt that the ippatent excentions to this 
Tals were no real extwptions at all, The reign wf 
Pixodaros of Caria extended from 341-295 B.C. when the 
Persian monarchy. was falling to pieces, anil it is perhaps 
a certain proof thet Carin had then passed ont of the 
hands ofthe Great King; while Cyprus wus «o far off 
and so. difficult of access that usurpation of such » right 
ae that of issuing gold coins was probubly diffioult ty 
punish—if, indeed, the Cyprian towns ‘ware ever mote 
than nominally subject to the mitra of Phoenicia, 

Secondly, I believe that the coins struck by the Persian 
Kings, both in gold and silver, were not atrock for nee by 
their Persian subjects in Porsia and the East, Among 
them the precious metuly passed by weight, and w tras 
coinage did not probably exist: thore being instead a 
modified form of barter, in which probably gold and 
silver were treated az standards of vale, measured by 
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weight and not by any artificial value altaching to trite 
On the other hand, it seams to me that while the coms 
of the Persian rulers were not in all probability strack 
for their own immediate subjects in Persia and the far 
East, they were, on thé other hand, struck for the Greek 
cities and districts in Asia Minor und its borders, anil 
the towns of Phanicia and Cyprns which were mediately 
or immediately subject to the Great King, and were thus 
meaut to circulate among people who had been ocenstomed 
to tho use of coined money from early times. They 
were, in fact, especially meant to pay the great fleets 
and masses of mercenaries wham the Greake constantly 
supplied for the service of the Great King, The Greeks 
resembled the Swiss of later days, in that they qualified 
their devotion to democracy at home by becoming the 
willing hirelings of every despot abroad ; und the aphorism, 
“No money, no Swiss,” no doubt equally applied.to thie 
Gredks of old. 

This view i# also thatof a much more jloarned authority 
on such matters, namely Babelon, © Les Perses,” he says, 
eontinuant jusqu'd la fin & avoir recours A ln balance 
pour peser les lingots meétalliques; c'était pour le com- 
mere de T'Asie Mineure et pour le puisment de leurs 
armées quo les Achéméinides. battaient monnaie, Aussi 
patait-il certain que ce fut surtout dans des ateliets d'Asie 
Minenre que lo darique 4 été frappie ™ (op. aif.

This is confirmed by the fact that on single daric 
now in the French: collection, instead of an inotise sun 
we lave the Tepresentution of the prow of a ship with o 
Carian letter on it, whieh was therefore, with little 
doubt, struck in Caria (see Tabelon, Cat. no, 124). A 
unique coin acquired by the British Museum at the 
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Montagu sale, amd weighing twelve frmmina, Berne ouly 
explieablé as haviny been struck in imitation of the 
weight of the sniall gold coing of Cyprus, with which it 
entirely ngrees, and it was doubtless struck for use 
in Cypras, Its type is the #ame a that of the darics 
ty be presently desoribord, namely, the King marching to 
the left, with his Jeft knee bent anid holding & bow in 
one hand and a @pear in the other. 

Mt must also be tememberod that a grout number of ” 
the sigloi or silver eoins of the same types as these darics, | 
and no doubt dating from the same period, are, as ot 
Babelon hay mentioned, oountermarked.

All these facta tend to abow, as T liave said, that the 
davies and siglot were. largely coimed for their (greek 
subjects by the Great Rings. 

Let us now turn to my third point. 

I very much question the attribution of the Persian 
coin’ without letters or inscriptions, which inelade all 
those specially issued by the Greut King, toany particular 
ruler, It seems to me thateall the attermpta to classify 
them by style, and notably those made by Messrs. Six 
and Habelon, and especially the latter, in his clussical 
work, huve failed. The distinctions seem to me arbitrary 
and nnuecertain, a4 Mr. Head pronounced thom to be long 
ago, and 1 cunfeas that 1 gill prefer to aay “I do not 
knéw” rather than give spurious and fictitious historical 
reputation to coins which. they cannot be made tp 
possess with our present knowledge, Lum speaking now 
dspecially of the darics aud siglo, and excloding tho 
double darics with Greek letters, which T think Mr Tlead 
has conclusively shown were not struck by the Great 
Kings at all, but by Alexander and his successors. Tt is 
no donbt possible to sort these davivs and sigloi Into 
a mmore primitive and a toss primitive sorties in regard (0 
style, but in my yiew we cannot go beyond this and

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assion any af thy anepigraphic coins of this class. to 
particular rulers. 

T cannot myself find any criterion by which it is 
possibile to distinguish them. The iconography of the 
coins seems to me to be quite conventional, and except 
in the case of two davies to be presently described, to be 
really undistinguishable as portraits. M. Babelon, who 
has. given iin elaborate classification of them, tells us 
that, apart from some small details in the type.of the 
archer in a certain class of coins which he pute lite, 
these soins ard as Oniform in type as the coins of Athens 
or those of Alexander. Thoir ontward appearance, their 
weight, and the amount. of alloy they contain, remain 
constant for two centuries from Derive I to Darin 
Colomannns (op. eit. vii. and vii). 

Tam bounl to say that 1 altogether fail to find any 
marke by which to separate them definitely. The coins 
found ut Mount Athos we may with some confidenre 
attribute to Daring Pystaspis Gr Merxes, and they are 
attribated by Babelon to the latter, Those from the 
Woodhouse collection, which probably come from the same 
find, have been attributed in the British Mirseum, from a 
comparison of their type, to Atiaxerxes: ‘The coins un- 
doubtedly struck in Cyprus by Artaxerxes ITT, in 
qonjunetion with Evagoras IL, and marked with the 
initial of the latter name, bear an the obverse the type 
of the King bending his bow and without « spear (see 
Babelon, plute xvii, 14,15, and 16), This type is assigneil 
to Dartme Codomannus on another plate of the same 
work, . 

Again, a number of coins. have been assigned by 
Babelon to Daring Codomannus, upon what grounds I 
lo not ktiow. On these coins the King, instead of holding 
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o bow and a spear, has drawn the bow to the stretch and 
has no spear, These coins are mire in gold, but are very 
common in silver; eo common that it seems incredible 
that they ehould have heen issued in snech n short and 
unsettled reien as that of the lost Persian king. [mow 
of no reason of any kind for this attribution, 

Ayain, in the British Museum series of Persian gold 
coins, both darics and double darics, the type, except on 
three, ia the same throughont on the obverse, namely, 
the Great King marching to the right, dressed in a long 
robe, with.« crown on hia head, and holding a spear with 
a round knob at the end of it in his ight hand, and a 
bow in the other. On one coin alone, which is attributed 
to Cyrus the Younger by Babelon, the figure is that of a 
heardless young man, and not of a bearded one, unil the 
stuff of which his gown is made is apparently hairy, and 

‘may be made of the material called Kninalkes, bat I 
do not know why the coin should be assigned to Cyrus 
the Younger, More than one of the other Achmmenian 
kings were yotng when they monnted the throne. 

Whichever way wo look at the problem of arrangmg 
the Persian series, therefore, we seem to lack any relinhle 

_eriterion by which to distribute them among the different 

kings. All we can say is that the series started with 

* Daring Hystaspis and went on to the ond of the dynasty 
in the reign of Dating Codomannus, but we cannot, if 

we follow inductive methods, assign any of these coins 

(from their types) to any particular king, The cOmns 
found at Mount Athos we may, with confidence, assign 
to the first Darins or Xerxes. We may presently, per- 
haps, similarly assign other coins if we find them with 

others of which we otherwise know the date, but this will, 

I am afraid, not help us to» scientific arrangement of 
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the coins when their proyonanee is imnminown. I cannot, 

therefore, see my way to deiinitely attribute any of the 

Imperial Persian coins specifically to Artaxerxes TI. 
The coins attributed byiBabelon to Bagons (Cat, Aohém. 


351-371), and affirmed by him to haye been «truck in 


Kpypt, seem to me again to be so attributed on most insnffi- 
tient grounds, To my mind they are most clearly eutna 
of Phonicia, Bagoas was never satrap of Egypt es far 
as we mow, He only filled « subordinate position. in 
the Egyptian war, and was really sybject to Muentor. 
Directly after the Egyptian war, Artitxerxés tominated 
another person, namely, Pherenduates, ae satrap of Egypt, 
and he sent the mercenary soldiers home. Bagoas waa 
given # satrapy in Upper Asia, where he spparentl y 
continued to live not far from the court, for he was 
oventually responsible for the assassination of twa of the 
Persian: kings. How, under these circumstances, he 
could possibly have strack ootns in Egypt, 1 do not 
know. Tho only direct reason for attributing thease eoing 
to Egypt given by Babelon, is that on thom the man 
hehind the car wears a tall mitre, like that worn hv the 
kings of Lower Egypt; but this was also a Phonieian 
head-dreas, and is in faet the usual bead-dress worn by 






‘the Pheenician deities. Apart from this o precisely 
similar figure is found on ons’ of the donble staters in. 
the British Museom, whinh has.on it not the letter 9 
only, but the Istters go (see Sisé. Nuwi., p, O72, 


figure 354), which sre generally treated us the initials. of 
the Fhonician form of the namo of Strato, King of 


Sidon, (A similur figure is given in one af Babelon's 


own plates, Lea Porsee Achdmidnides, pl. xxx, fig. 11) 
Tt seems plain, therefore, that every reason for wttri- 
buting these coina to Egypt fails, and ye must resort 
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to the views whieh were generally held before Bubelon 
wrote his memoir, namely, that the coins in question 
were struck in Phonicia or for Phoenicians, 

Let us now shortly considerifhe Sidonian coins of this 
period, which have been admirably treated by M. Babelon. 
The King of Sidon, called Tennes by Diodorus, had, as 
we have seen, been put on the throne of Sidon on 
the ravalt of Strato L, by the Persian king, and possibly, 
45 M. Babelon says, he was not of Semitic origin. On 


some of his ooigg. the years of hia reign are marked, 
anil as we have four of these qumbers on them, and four 


only, it seems probable that he in fact only reigned four 
years ander the ounditions which dominated their issue. 
These conditions were unidoubtedly that he reigned nz 
the subordinate of the Persian king. On one side of 
these coins we have the representation of a Phonician 
galley propelled by oars anid without aaile; on the other 


is the portrait of the Great King, with the Pheenician 


letters representing the two first letters of the namo of 
Tennes, The four years just mentioned cover the period 
when Artaxerxes LL. wus succeeded by Artaxerxes III. 

The coins of his first year were in fact struck in the lust 
year of Artaxerxes Mnemon, The king is represented 
wearing the eidari¢ on bis head and having on him 
the robe-cnlled the candys, holding a dagger in hia right 
hand and seizing « lion's mane with the other. This is 
a Phomician tritemorion. On a donble stater of his 
third year the Great King ia represented standing in his 
chariot drawn by three homes, marching to the left. 
He wears a cidaris, and holds aloft his right hand. His 
charioteer holds the reins. Behind the ehariot there 
follows an official on foot, wearing & low tiara, In his 
left hand he holds an oinochoe, and in his right « 
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seeptre with an animal's head upon it. These: coins 
‘wire doubtless issued, ws M, Babelon says, during the

long. Jf, us Bubelon snggests, wo allow @ year for the 
time doting which Sidon was in thins, we may take it 
that he continued to reign until four years after the 
death of Tennes; when he was probably expelled or 
deprived of his satrapy, and the Sidonians reverted to 
their old royal line in the person of Strato Il., whose 
coins prove that he deme himself a dependant ‘of the 
Great King. 

Let us now turn to another series of coins whinh 
M. Babelon attributes to ‘Sidon, but | think on dowhtful 
grounds, Let ns begin with the oldest, Of these, a re. 
markable specimen in thé British Museum, obtained from 
Mr. 'T, K. Rich in 1869, is of the weight of 422-8 eraing, 
and represents a coin of f sigioi. On the reverse, in an 
incuse square, the Persian king is being driven by a 
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charioteer in a three-horsed chariot. There is no figure 
behind the chariot, os on other coing af the series, nor is 
‘ there any letter oramark on it. Above the chariot is an 
Jnouse representation of the: head of an ibex facing. On 
the other side jaa galley with axils and moving to the 
. si underneath is x conventional representation of the 
_ sea, ‘he incuse representation is a very curious one. Ht 
seems to me to be distinctly « countermark, ‘and we will

The incuse 
eyttare and the general rudeness of the coins, the im- 
pp? 
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pressions bemg struck on rough pieces of silver, seem to 
me ta mike it impossible to attribute them to a later 
date than the first part of the fifth century #.0., nor dol 
think they were issued by any of the Phoonician towns. 
They to me to be Imperial Persian coins struck for 
the purpose of poying the Phomnician flects in the 
Persian wars of the fifth century, and may well belong to 
the reign of Xerzez and the time of the battle of the 
Eurymedon in 465 #.c, The countermarks on them 
support this view. The goats or ibex's head seems to 
recall the evins of Salamis, ‘The only reason for attri- 
buting the series to Sidon, is the presence of the galley 
on them, but the. galley does not oceur on the antonomons 
eoins of Sidon of this early date, while it does occur on 
these of Aradus and Gebal, and is really a generic repre- 
sentation of the fleet; nor can I believe fora moment 
that these coins were struck so late as 300 2.0. 

Lét us now turn to another series of similar coins, 
These also for the most part are anepigruphic, and they 
have been attributed to Sidon, as it siems to me very 
arhitmrily, by Mf. Babelon. 

They consist of quadruple sigloi, sigloi and trite- 
morions, and uré apparently a continuation of the former 
series, anil are alan Imperial and not merely local coins, 
and were probably struck to pay the Phomicinn fleet. 

On the quadraple aigioi we have ov the reveran the 
(Great King standing in his chariot holding wp his right 
hand. ‘Tho chariot is drawn by two horses only, and the 
design is in an incuse roundel. On the other side is a 
representation of a rowing galley with one row of rowers, 
anchored at the foot of « fortress which is crenellated and 
armed with five towers: As the galloy is at anchor its 
guile are naturally down, Bolow this arerepresenteil two 
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lions walking away from each other and standing back 
to lack, | 
‘Asin the other geries there is an incense countermark ; 
on these coins it is amderneath the feet of the horses 
attached to thy chariot. According to Babelon it repre- 
sete 4 dead ibex (fist, Num, page G71, figure 353). | 
Let us now tum to Cyprus. On the submission of 
the Phomician towns, their example was followed by the 
revolted cities of Cyprus, exespt Salamis, which was 
bravely defended by its king Paytagoras and which was 
heaieged by Evagoras and Phokion. Evagorns. appa- 
rently obtained for 4 short while the sapreme rule in 
Cyprus, always excepting Salamis, The king af the 
latter, Poytagoras, it would appear, aconsed Exagorus of 
miseotiiuct and made his peace with Artaxerxes, who 
granted him his kingdom of Balamis, while Evagoras 
was appointed to rnle a great province in Asia. Accused 
of misgovernment, he fled once again to Cyprus, where 
he was captared and put to death (Diodorus, lib, x¥1., 
This is the account which Diodorus gives us about the 
latter part of the reign of Evngeras, and it ts ‘aingularly 
confirmed by his coins, Of these perhaps the most 
interesting are a series of which a number were found, 
as Babelon tolls na, in « hoard net many years ago at 
Culymna, in the island of Rhodes, with coins of the 
Carian princes Mauasolos, Tdrieus and Pixodaros. 
Honce. and because they are of Rhodian weight, M. Six 
argued that they had been struck in Caria, "This view ie 
contested by M. Babelon. He argues that other come of 
Tthodinn weight were eortainly issued in Cypras. The 
fact’that they have Phoonician letters upon them seams 
to make it clear that they were struck not in Caria bat 
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in Cyprus, while their weight, aa M. Baboon argues, is 
probalily due. to the fact thot they were meant to pay the 
Greek mereenaries from Asia Minor who were led by the 
Corian ebief Tdneas The types of these coins are quite 


different [roam the ecanteimporary Carian coins, while the

His cidaris is finished off at the top with three 
pointe, Ho wears the candys and carries « quiver full of 
arrows. on his back, Ou the reverse we hinve what is 
doubtless meant to be. a representation of Evagoms hin- 
silf riding u forse of the gallop und using his lance, 
which -he hold’ wloft in his right hand Hie head ia 
covered with the Porsian tiara and his robe is girdled! at 
the waist. Above the horse is the lotter 0, the initial of 


Kvagors.. On one type of these tetradrachme the fin: 


two ies of the name Eyagoras occur, In addition to 

jirachma ML Babelon describes some obdla, 
two of wiliich hi fizurés. These have a bust of Aphrodite 
turned to the lefton the obverse, She wears.a crenellated 
diadem on her head and also has earrings On the 
reverse is a bust full-face in a Persian tiane with flaps 
covering the cheeks and fustened on the elim as in the 
horseman on the tetradrachme. There are no letters on 
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these obols, bnt it is hardly possible to attribute them to 
any ong else than Evagoras, who alone of the rulers of 
this dynasty would be represented wearing Persian 
lead <irese. 

The Issue of these coinawas doubtless limited to the 
short time only when Evagorns remained in Cyprus and 
before he was made governor of Sidon, as I have wlready 
deseri bert. 

(Qn the withdrawal of Evagoras, Poytagoras continued 
to rulo at Salamis, and was reigning there in the time of 
Alexander the Great and took service with him. We have 
numbers of his coins, but they are not immezliately 
interesting to us here; for they contain no trace af any 
kind of the dominition of the Persian King at Salamix. 
Te would seem, in fact, that the Persians with their Greek 
allies never took the place, and that Evagoras only con- 
trolled the other partw of the ialand. There ure no 
Phomician or Cyptiote letters on these coins, but the 
inscriptions, like the types, are purely Greek. The 
Phoenician settlements in Cyprus were doubtless eubject, 
except when in revolt, to the satrap of Syria and 
Phonivia, bit L know of no evidence that he evotrolled 
the Geek towns there, and the notion that Cyprus was 
subject to the Great King must be aceopted with o large 
reservation, Diodorus calls: Puytagomas Protagorus, atl 
M. Babelon has made separsie persons of the two, 
ronking Protagoras the father of Paytagoras andl the 
son of Evagoras 1, but for this there is mi authority of 
any kind, it seems to me, and ihe: whole thing is easily 
explained ao natural mistake of Digdorns, to whom 
Paytagoras must have been a very onfamiliar name. 

As we have been, Belexys, satrup of Syria, and Mazsipa, 
the entrap of Cilicia, opposed the revolted Phemniciun 
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towns, pending the arrival of Ochus in-person, bot they 
did not command a sufficient force, and Tenmes, King of 
Sidon, defeated] them and compelled them to abandon 
Phommnicia (Diodorus, xvi, 8). ‘This, according to Diodorus, 
took place in-351.n.c. M. Six points ont that at this time, 
a8 in the time of Darina, the fifth satrapy comprised all 
the country from Posidion a¢ far as Eeypt—Calesyria, 
Pheonicia, Palestine, Northern Arabia and Cyprus (Hero- 
dotus, Hii, 91; Xenoplon’s Anabasis, vil, 8, 25). The 
North of Syria, an the other hand, formed part of his 
fourth satrapy of Cilivia, but was afterwards detached, anil 
it was there that Belesys, called Satrap of Syria ani 
Assyria by Xenophon, was living in 401, Ho was probably 
tho same man as the Belesya of 351 (see Xen. i, 4, 10; 
vil, s, 25), for itis remarkable how long-lived the 
satraps as a mile wert. Lf so he must now huve been 
avery oll man. Muazains, according to Judeich, became 
Satrap of Cilicia in the sume year as- Artaxerxes Ochins 
mounted the throne, having succeeded Datames thore. 
After the unsuccessful struggle agninst the Phoenician 
towns we ear no more of Belesys. It may, be thot from 
the initial letter on. the coms attributed by Babolon to 
Bagous they were issued by Helesys to pay his forces on 
the occasion of his war against the revolted towns, or on 
previous occasions, He may have pertahed in this war 
or died goon after, for presently we find hia satrapy 
united. to that of Mazaios, who is styled on some of his 
coins Satrap of * Abarnabra and Cilicia.” By Abarnolira, 
“beyond the river,” i# no doubt, as Halevy showed, meant 
the country west of the Euphratee—ic. Coelesyria, On 
the disappearance of Evagoras, who had been governor 
of Sidon, as we have seen, it would sevm that Massioa 
became the dominant overlord on behalf of the Great King, 
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both of the Pheenician towns on the mainland anil probably 
also of the Phrenician settlements in Cyprus. This we 
pather from his coins, for unfortanstely our infurmation 
about him is otherwise very scanty. 

In a previous paper I have excluded certain coins from 
the list of those genemlly attributed to Mazaio#, and have 
attributed them toa latertime. Tet as now turn to the 
mst, ‘These, it seems té nie, may be arranged. in:several 
series to illustrate the different events in bia life. 

First, ] would name what I deem to have been his 
otiginul, initial coinsge, (¥. the coins he issued as satrap 
of Cilicia before the Western campaign of Artaxerxes, 


On theae coins we have on the obverse the figure of a goul, 


with the inscription Basltars round it, and on the reverse 
a well-modolled “lion passant" to the left, with the 
name af Muzaios in Aramaic letters, 

In ame cases (see Babelon, op. eff, pl vi, figs. 18 

and 19) the lion has the sun above hum anil the eres 
cent below his feet, I cannot help thinking that: this 
ia the badge and emblem of the Persian Empire, as it 
gtill ia of the kingdom of Persia. 
"This type of the gol and the lion walking to the 
left. oreurs, as wo have geen, on later coins, probably 
struck by the successors of Mazaios before the time of 
Alexander, and it is the only type of his they ged, which 
scoma to me to be strong evidenco that it wis the real 
original type, while the others were accidental ones. 

The others, in fact, were employed rather to com- 
momorate particular events, and even, perhaps, struck to 
pay the wages of the fleet or the soldiery on particular 

Reverting to the typical series above deacribed, I would 
vay a few words abaut the god represented on them, 


ah 
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I find in the mimismatie memoirs known to imo, and 
notably in that most excellent book, Mfr, Hill's Catulogue 
of the Citns of Cilicia, that Baul is-treated aaa personal 
naine of a god, As # matter of fact it is merely an 
wppellative. There were muny Bealim. Toul, like its 
Babylonian form Bul, merely meant Lord, or The Lord, 
and it would be “better ty spedk af “The Baal” rither 
than of * Baal," as if he were some special god with 
apuclal narra, 

I venture to question, in fact, the identifleation of the 
ficure of the god onthe coins of Tarsus on which the 
word Faulters occurs as the god of Tarens. The great 








. god of ‘Taras, as Dio Chrysostom tells us, was Hercules, 
that is, Sundan or Melkart, who is represented on some 
; coins of the city. his god, whe hus either a bunch of 


grapes or wn eagle in his hand, has nothing to do with 
Mulkart, 


Again the various: memoirs | haye read about the corns off 

Qilicia treat the word Baaltars, which occurs ou the coins 

of Tarsus, as the name of a god, IT do not think this ts 

quite certain, The form of the name does not suggest 

- this conolusion, It seems to me. thut if we follow analo- 
| piéa, it is aiher the name of a plave, and not of a god, 
antl in-every probability that it is the name by which 
‘Tarsus itself was known to the Aramaic-speaking people 

who lived there, [would compare with it such place- 
naines 14 the following, all occurring in Syria, Palestine, 
or Phoenicia, districts neighbouring on Cilicia, and whose 
people spoke a closely cognate language :—Baal Jodah, 

Beal Gad, Baal Hamon, Boul Haxor, Baul Meon, Baal 
Peor, Baal Perazim, Baul Shalisha, Baol Tamar, Bual 
Zebu (whieh has been ehown. to be « place-name, and 


not to mean “zou of flies" ns generally supposed), and 
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Bua) Zephon. “In thesa cases the names, whatever their 
explanation, are not perawnal hut geographical. 

A more important anulogy for my purpose may be 
drawn from wome of the coins of Gagur, the cayital of 
Cappadocia, on whieh It ts eallod Baal Gagxur, or Baal 
Gazer (sce Habelon, Rois dehkém., Ixxxiii.), The god. 
on these coins is precizely the sime as that called Baualtare 
on some of the coins of Tarsus, and shows that each name 
is only an uppellative. It has not, I think, bean notived 
that while on one-side of these coing of Baal Gasur the 
reprisentation of the griffin killing the stag is an echo 
of the lion killing the stug (my some of the coins of 
‘Mazaina, on the other the god is repreiented with the 
eagle, which waa the furm ailopted on the coms | have 
ventured to uttribute to Byblus, On these coina the 
inuoription, as L huve said, instead of being Baultars, is 
Gaal Gazer or Baal Gasur, They have another pecu- 
liavity, namely, that some of then: present hoth Aramaic 
antl Greek letters, 

Let us now tum to tho coins with the revere 
of the liom killing the stag. Ax Six and Hill have 
pointed out, the reverse of all these coins, which 
is entirely new iu Asia Minor, 1s directly talon 
from that of the coins of Citinm in Cyprus, where 
it wae an old one going hack to the time of Axbeal, 
who reirned from 449 to 425 nc. In addition to this 
‘we aleo have an explanation of the shallow incuse sqaure, 
which bed beem abandoned ot Tarsus but tetained 
in Cyprus (Hill, Cat. of Calicta, oxxxii.). — may notice 
atiother very interesting fact, that the orua cna whieh 
oocurs on some of theao coins isa very comman aymbul 
on the Cyprian coins, and forme in fut the actual reverse 
of many coins of Salamis (Babelon, xvi.) 
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The letter © which oecura on some of theae coms 
ought assuredly to be placed in comparison with the same 
letter on the coins of true Persian types issue) in 


Cyprus by Artaxerxes Ochna (see Babelon, pl xvii, 


Nos. 14 and 15). It is simply the initial letter of the 
naine Evagoms UT. of Sulumis, The M on some of them 
may represent the initial of Marium, in Cyprus The 
rum’s head is-anrely taken from the ordinary type af the 
coins Gf Salamis (ate Babolon, pl. xvi.)- 

This series of facts makes it plain that the coing jnst 
desoribed were meant to be circulated not at Tarsus, with 
which ‘they have little or nothing to do, but in Cyprus, 
and especially in Citinm, and they typify the domination 
of the Persian King there, and probably the fact, as 
Mr Hill says, that Cypros or a portion of it was then 
subject to the Cilician satrap, Why they should be 
trented as coins of Tarsus or be catalogued among the 
caing of Cilicia T do not know, 

It eutms tome that they were strack in Cyprus, as is 
evidenced hy their incuse square, and by the fact that 
they had wtype and eymbols probably understood only in 
Cypris, and were mont to have currency in Cyprus, and 
that thoy ore as much coina of Cyprus as the Hanoverian 
money of George [1]. was Hanoverian and not English, 

Let us now pass on to another series of the coins of 
Mazaioz. On these we have a lion devowring a bull 
insteail af devouring a stag, This Mr. Hill ealls the 
emblemof Tarsus (I do not know why), and he bases an 
arguinent against Babelon on the fact Except this 
series there is only a single coin of Tarsug known to me 
with this type (Brit. Mua, Cat, Cilioic, pl. xxviii. 12), and 
its meaning on this coin is very dowhtful, sinee the 
reverses, an ear of corn diagonally in o square, is 9 
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unique one. ‘The-type on the obverse, on the other hand, 
is that of Byblos in Phenicia, which was probably the 
head-quarters of the satraps Mazuivs an Belesys when 
they went there to pnt down the revolt of the district. 
After the war Phornicia was joined to the satrapy of Ma- 
zaios, and we may be sure that, aa in Cyprus, he struck a 
Joeal eninage in Phomicia, In Cyprus he took the type in 
yorue at Citimm. In Phometa he seems to have taken 
the type in vogue at Byblos, This type cecurs in two 
forms, In one the lion devouring the bull occupies. the 
roverse: in the other this carnasial incident is represented 
on the walls of a town or fortress; and it seems fo me that 
the two types may have @ separate meaning. On the ol- 
verse of the former class of coins the god is represented 
in every case, I belinve, with an eagle, and the cogle only 
occurs on coins of this type. “There is again « double 
form of the god associated with the eagle. In certain 
eoing, of which Babelon deseribes one (ie, No. 220, pl wv. 
12), the wod is represented in profile as on the eons from 
Cypmos above mentioned. Of this type two staters occur 
‘in the British Museum and are figured (Cat, of Cilicia, pl, 
xxv,10 and 11). In another type the gol is represented 
facing; of this form Babelon deseribes eleven coins 
and Mr, Hill six. There are minor differences only. 
All these coins were apparently struck at Byblos to 
be uted in Phoenician; on some of them, the lotters q» 
eceur in the field, or these letters reversed,  Tliesa 
letters have been supposed by Babelon to represent 
Mallus, but surely they may os well represent Marathas. 
The fact that the letters are Aramaic ia no bar, for we 
lenow that Maznios also strack octodrachine of an entirely 
different type at Sidon, with Inseriptions in 4ramaie and 
not Phoenician letters (List. Num, 672), 
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These latter coins are interesting because they enable 
ha to date the reign of Mazaios with greater precision, 
As [ showed in» previous piper, distaters with the 
name of Magnios ocour with the numbers 1,2 and 3 on 
them, and M. Babelon has treated them us if these refor 
to the regual yoara of Ochos. This [think is impossihlo, 
AL. Six has rightly treated them as the first, second and 
third year of Ochns' sucocssor Arsea; the hiatnw hetween 
the years d.and 19 (whieh M. Babslon allows), might have 
warned lit against the improbability of his couclusicn. 
The evidenco of the coins, then, is thot Masaius was 


satrap of Syria from the nineteenth or twentieth year of

Early in 1722 the Thucless of Kendal, the Ring's 


miatress, recived from the Earl of Sunderland a patent . 
for coming copper money for Ireland, which she appears : 
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to have eold to William Wood for the sum of £10,000, 
the details of which eotnage appear in the indenture _ 
which George I. commanied to be drawn up bene 
himself anil Wood. 

This indenture, which was issued Jone 16, 1722, pre’ 
sented the following puints, The patent was for the 
period of fourteen years, for the sole privilege of coining 
halfpenco and farthings for Ireland, the total weight of 
which was not to exceed three hundred and sixty tons, 
thirty pence being ecined from one pound avoirdupwis. 
During the first year one hundred tons were to-be 
coined, and twenty tons during each of the succeeding 
thirteen yenrs, Wood was to pay during each year the 
anm of £900, the reserved rent to the King, and £200 to 
the clerk comptroller. This patent was passed July 22, 
1722, by the English Commons, without reference to the 
Trish Privy Council or the Lord Lisutenant, 

The value of the total weight of copper, viz, 360 tona, 
at this period amounted to the aum of £45,680, and if 
eoimed at the tate of thirty pence to the ponnd, it would 
have produced the smm of £108,000,

Atthe Royal mintat this time one pound of copper was 
coined into forty-six halfpence, and consequently J¢0 tons 
would produce about £77,280, in other words about £30,720 
leas than the patent for the Irish coinage provided for.

Wood carried out the provisions uf the patent strictly, 
his: profits would, in the course of fourteen years, have 
amounted to the miserable sim of £9,580, a profit

Asa result of this, it will occasion no surprise to learn, 
thut in order to muke the offair yield a reasonable return, 
the weight of the coins was out down, us will be apparent 
from the table below, which gives the weights of speci- 
mens selected from parcele sent to Ireland, for. issn 
there, a number being taken from each parcel weighed 
and dividid into lots.

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In January, 1722-28, the striking of these Irish pieces 
begun, the place of issue or mint being in Phoenix 
Street, Brown’s Gardens, Seven Dials ; whence they were 
wonveyed by waggon to Bristol, where they were shipped 
to various ports in Ireland, Dublin being of course the 
principal centre for their distribution. 

August, 1722. In the Treasury Papers appears @ 
momorial of William Wool for « license to com “ copper 
money for Ireland at tho city of Bristol.” On Angust 
Srl, a Treaaury minute is to be found, ordering m consti~ 
tution appointing Bir Issac Newton comptroller of the 
coinage, when the ‘Treasury will give Wood powers to 
coin a certain quantity of copper money at Bristol. 

Angust Sist. Treasury warrant authorising Wood to 
establiah his offieé for coining at or near Bristol (Hist, 
WSS. Com., Appendix to Sth Report, p. 74). 

The dics for this issue were in ull probability engraved 
hy the same artista who prepared those for the American 
coinage, at least this is certainly the case in respect to 
the obverse dies, 

Piewess of the dates 1722 and 1728 were struck and 
issued in Indland to the anm of £14,506, of which £1,086 
was issued in farthings. ‘The coins of the year 1722 do 
not appear to have bad any large circolation and were 
in oll probuhility only jase ns patterns. 

Wood's coinage for Ireland never appears to have been 
popular, and this may in no small measure have leer 
dne to the secrecy utiending its issue. Since the: Trish 
nation had never been consulted in this matter, and their 
iuteresta Dut little regarded, it is. not surprising to find, ~ 
September 13, 1725, both Irish Houses of Parliament 
petitioning the King in regard to this subject, in which 
petition they were joined by the Lords Justices, the 
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Council, and the Grand Juries of the wity and county of 
Dublin. | 

Wood was at thia poriod deseribed “as guilty of most 
notorious fraod in his. coinage,” and foolishly allowed 
himeelf to be drawn into a very unwise reply, which 
appeared in The Flying Pint, Oot. $1728. Now. there 
ra no doabt that Wood, firm in his belief as to the omni- 
potence of Walpole, expressed his views as to the Trish 
in langage more forcible than elegant, since among 
other remarks he is reported to linve said “that he would 
cram his brass down thoir throats in spite of them.” 

Shortly after this appeared the first of a series of seven 
letters, the author of which was Jonathan Swift, D_D., 
Dean of St, Patrick's, and since they were signed M. B. 
Drapier, became known a Dnipier’s Letters and ‘were 
eupposed to have been written by 4 drapier or draper 
resident in Dublin. The first letter made its appearance 
April, 1724, and produced is tremendois pensation, being 
followed at short intervals by the othera. Swift placing 
all regard for the truth on one side, and aiming solely mt 
the aggrandisement of himself, and if fortunate ut the 
overthrow of his old enemy, Walpole, found all the 
means for such an end ready to hand, Here wae an 
opportunity not te be missed, and, emerging from his 
comparative obscurity, he availed himself of it with 
readiness, and in o few homely but at the same time 
telling words, poured out the imagined wrongs of bis 
country. 

‘By such means as this was the prospect of a suceessful 
future for this coinage done away with, and uwlthongh 
Wood in 1724 consented to reduce the amount of his 
issue to ove of £40,000, and limit the tender to fivepence 
halfpenny, yet in the following year, 1725, we find him 
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consenting to resign his patent in consideration of his, 
receiving o pension of £3,000 per annum, for eight yours, 
on the establishment of Treland. | 

On April 10,1724, « letter from the ‘Treasury to Sir 
Teun Newton occurs, directing him to send a competent 
person to Bristol, where Mr. Wood had his office, te assay 
the fineness of his halfpence, 

Notwithstanding the outcry mised agamst these pioves, 
the report of Sir Tsaar Newton, the then Master of the 
Royal Mint, amply proves them to have been in many 
respects very admirable coins, and vastly anjperior to any 
copper money previously coined for use in Lreland, their 
only fault being the discrepancies in weight between 
individual specimens.

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On July 12th,1722, Wood also obtained 4 patent to 
issue coins for the North American Colonies, or, as they 
were then called, “The Plantations,” for a term of four- 
teen years. The amount to be coined was not to excecd 
(00 tons, of which 200 tons were to be coined im the first 
four years and not more than ten tous per annum during 
the last ten, For this right of coinage Wood was to pay 
an annual rent to the Crown of £100 and to the clerk 
comptroller £200, ‘The material for the coinage of these 
American pieces was a mixture called Bath metal, the 
composition of which, in twenty ounces of motul, was We

Of this sixteen ounces were to be coined into thirty 
twopenny pies, sixty penee, or une hundred and twenty 
huifpence. ‘This series of coins for America, beat known 
by the nime of the “Rosa Americanns,” was issued 
during the yeurs 1722-1724, the dies being ongraved 
by the following artists—Mr. Lammas, Mr, Tarold, and 
Mr. Standbroke, who were probably also the Engraver 
for the Irish issues. Together with William Wood there 
appear to have been asspeinted in this veuture one 
Kingsmills Byres, Faq. und a Mr. Marsland of Cornhill, 
a hardwareman, which latter person it is related lial ia 
“ellur foll of these coins, and sinew the difficulty of 
passing them appeats to have been as great as was the 
dae with the Irish series, it may be no surprise to learn 
that Mr. Mursland was rnined thoreby and subsequently 
died an inmate of Gredham College. ® 

Some of tho dies forthe American coiage wore token 
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to New York by Mr, Winthorpe, when he emigrated 
thither. | 

The American coins were struck at the French 
Change, Hogg Lane, Seven Dials, and also at Bristol, 
‘and were made of Bath metal, the composition of which 
we have previously alluded to. ‘The blanks were heated 
before being struck by the die, which was mised to 4 
considerable height and then released, and this tact may 
in some measure account for the numerous examples 


which appear to be blistered as thongh by the action of 


fire. No doubt the uuaaual composition of the metal of 
which these coins were struck ocvounts for but few 
examples haying reached us in fine confition, the 
softness of Bath metal being but little calculated to 
withstand the ravages of time and circolution. In regard 
to the difficulty of passing this issue, the following latter 
dated October 24th, 1725, to the Governor of New 
Hampshire, is of interest.

On January 14th, 1725, the following notice appears 
i ‘The Dowdlon Post. “ William Wood, of Wolver- 
hamptot, Faq, having a patent for fourteen yesrs, for 
coining farthings and balfpence for Ireland, und half 
pence, pence, anil twopences. for all His Majesty's 
dominions in America, hath erected ao building in 
Pheonix Street, Brown's 'Gurdens, near the Seven Thials, 
for the American coinage, and another in the city: of 
Bristol for the Irish coinage.” 

On January 18th appears in the same journal the 
further information, which also occurs m the St, James's 
Journal on January 19th, * Wood began his comage 
for Ireland on Monday lest near the Seven Dinka. In 
about & week's time he will begin to coin. at Bristol 
pieces for Amerien, which will bo made of a beautiful 
compound metal.” 

Though the Trish patent was surrendered in 1725, this 
does not appear to finye been the case with that for the 
American issue,and confirmation of this may be found 1 
the issue of a pattern piece dated 1733, which, though 
subsequent to Wood's decease, waa in all probability thie 
work of his suocessors to the privileges of the patent. 

William Wood ouly enjoyed his Trish pension for five. 
yeara, as he died in Londua, August 2nd, 1/5). He was 
uated to Mary Molyneans, of Witton Hall, Stuffurd- 
alin. 
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Wood and his suevessora were in all probability the 
aminters of the various issues and patterns far the Isle of 
Man, 1723-1783; und though we have no documentary 
evidence to adduce in support of this theory, yet 1 think 
we are justified in holding this view, both on acconnt of 
those pieces appeiring at the same time:as his other 
ccinages and also on account of their very similar design 
and execution.” a | 

Interesting among other details preserved to us is the 
fact that Wood was the iimt to manufacture iron with 
pit coal, which up to thia period bad been refined with 


wood; and henoe he appears to havo been the pioneer in 


an industry whose far-reaching results have revolutionised 
the world’s trade. It is not improbable that the steel 


impressions from the obverse die of the Rosa Americana — 


twopence of 1738 were iesued to show the excellence of 
the metal prepared by the use of coal. 

The selection by Wood of Bristel as his place of mmt- 
age was no doubt owing to the fact thnt at this peril, 
1728, that city was the cantre of the English brass trade 
and was possessed of the largest copper smelting works in 
the kingdom. One may recognise as brass the “ beautiful 
compound metal" mentioned by The London Post.

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QOINAGE OF THE EAST INDIA COMPANY.

In the arrangement of the various Indian coins, issued 
during the eighteenth and early part of the nineteenth 
sibacaiakshis heknoen= , 

(1) The Moghul issues strack im the name of the 





(2) ‘Tho loral coinages of the Pethy States which 
ottained to semi-independence during the decay 
‘of the Moghul Hspiro; which coins frequently 
tear tho name of the Emperor, Shah-Alam, 
although struck: after his deuth, and, 

(3) ‘The pnrely imitative issues of the East India 
Company, designedly strack to “pass as thongh 
they formed part of the Moghul cuinage. 

‘Where can be little doubt that the system of clagaificn- 
tion adopted by Prof, Stanley Lane-Poole in lis catalogue 

of the coina of the Moghul Emperor, in placmg the 

| purely imitative section of thi East Indis Company's 
 eoinnage in the same series with the Moghol issnis, is the 
‘rue arningement, and one that must commenil itself to 
all who are collectors of Mohammedan: coins. In the 

| ease, however, of the arrangement of s oolloetion of the 
| yariotis coinngos issued under Britiah rule—and. snels 
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collections are becoming more and more frequent now 
that an ever-increasing interest is manifested in all that 
belongs to the British Empire—it becomes necessary 
to adopt some line of demareation between the purely 
native issues of Indinn princes, und such of the boinage 
ae may be truly said to fall within the control of the 
East India Company. 

This paper claims to deal with this period of over- 
lapping, and to show the means af distinguishing between 
the East India Company's imitations, and the issues of 
the Moghnls and the Native Princes, Wor this reason 
no reference is maile to the coins issued in India with 
European legends or devices, or to the Imperial currency 
instituted: by the Company in 1835, 

The problem of determining when the native ooinage 
ends and the Company's begins is stil) beset with 
diffculties, but the solution has been yreatly facilitated 
by Prof Stanley Lane-Poole’s masterly summary of the 
History of the ccinage of the Moghuls, which accom prunes 
lis cutalogue of the coins publiahed in 1892. Mr, Edgar 
Thurston has also ised 4 series of notes on the Records 
of the Calcutta and Madras Mints, which further help to 
clear up obseure points in the history of the coinage of 
the East India Company. 

Prof, Stanley Lane-Poole has pointed ont that the 
comage tiny be seen to fall within, three periods :— 

(1) The period of Prohilition, when tho Compuny had 
to send its bullion to be coined at the Moghul 
Mints. 

{2.) The period of Concesion, when the Company 
obtained limited rights of coining >— 

In Bengal, authorised and exeented in 1758 (1ITI 
AH). 





a | 
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In Bombay, authorised in 1716 (1129 au), exeented 
in 1719 (119) «s), 

In Madras, authorised in 1742 (1154 aan), execnted 
about 1708 (1172 Acs. ). 

(3) The period of Administration, when the Company 
practically took over the administration and the 
charge of the Coinage of the Moghul Empire, 
1765 (1178.4.11.). 

All eoins-strack under the first of these three penods 

must clearly be classified under the Moghul issues. 

Under the second perind the classification is aimplitied 

by the fact of there being only three mints to be considered. 

In Bengal—Calevtta,—The name of this piace does 
not appear as a mint under the Moghul series, 
the first com issued bears the Hijrah date 1171 
(1757_4.0,)—the year the Company were authorised 
to establish a mint: all coins with the name of 
thie mint mnat therefore belong to the Company. 

In Bombay.—The earliest coins bearmg the name 
Muntai appear to have been issued in the Hijroh 
year 1151 (1719 a.p,), the firet year of the reign of 
Muhwnomad Shah: all coins, therefore; giving the 
name of this mint can safely be attributed to 
the Company. 

In Madras.—Authority waa given both to the British 
at Madras and to the Freneh at Pondicherry to 
copy the Arkat rupee. There is, however, little 
difficulty in. distinguishing between the three 
issues: coins of the city of Arkat itself have no 
distinguishing mark. The French coins were 
nearly all struck in the fume of Shali-"Alam, with 
varying regnal years, and have @ crescent as the 
mint mark. 
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The British ooing all bear the name of the 
Emperor ‘Alamgir TL, and the sixth your of hia 
reign, with the addition of the *trisul” as a mint 
mark, All soins, therefore, giving the mame of 
this mint, with the regual year Wand the mint 
mark ¥, beling to the Company. 

Under the thirds period, which commences with the 
administration of the Company in. Bengal 1765 (1173 
Att), when the rnle of the Emperor Shah-'Alam was 
purely nominal, it is difficult to-muke any distinction 

(1.) ‘The coins issued in his name by provincial 

governors. 

(2.) Those issued at mints under native control under 

the authority of the Company, 

(3.) Coina-strack at the Company's own mints. 

The only method is to draw-a hard-and-fast line at the 
date when the Company took ever the administration of 
the district in which the mint was situated, and to 
attribute All coina after such date to the Company. 
Fortunately the difficulty is limited to eoins issued in 
Hengal bearing the mint names Murshidabad and 
Benares; anil oven with these mints it is possible to give 
some distinguishing characteristics, which enable 4 dis 
tinction to be drawn between the Company's end the 
Moghul issues. 

This will be more fully explained ander the sub- 
sections referring to these mints. 

In Bombay, the English, who had virtually owned the 
City of Surat since 1750, took the decided atep of 
abolishing the authority of the native Nawab in 1500 
(1215 A.te), the 43rd year of the nominal reign of Shah- 
‘Alam. All coins of Surat bearing am earlier Hijrah 
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diate than 1215, or a regnal date prior to 43, must be 
considered as forming part of the Moghul comage. Tho 
Company's coins neatly all have the regual lute 40, the 
fabrio and style of the early come being ontimly native 

In Madmes, the ecoinuge continued to be ised in 
native style until 1815, when a milled coinage, ale 
hearing the mint mime Arkat, was introduced, There 
are also a few silver coins bearing the mint name 

‘Yo return to the Bengal coinage - 

Caleutia——The Caleutta mint records: given by Mr. 
Edgar Thurston note the establishment of a mint at this 
place in 1758 (1171 st). This: date is confirmed by 
coin No. 1. With the exeeption of the few recorded 
ooins of the first period, this mint appears to have been 
subsequently employed exeluatvely in striking coins for 
the province of Bengal, under the various mint names of 
Murshidubad, Benares, and Ferrukhabad ; anid for Madrwa 
qmder the name of Arkat; hence the name of Caleutta 
disappears after a few yeurs from the Company's issues. 

Muyshelubad—This place had bean a Moghul mint for 
many years when in 1705 (1178 a.m), in the fifth reqnal 
cyeur of Shah-Alam, the British took over the a(iministre- 
‘lon of the district, togethor with the right of coinage. 
There ia little doubt but that the Nawab of Bongal 
oontinued to strike coins at his own mintat Murshidabad 
site by side with the Company's coins, which bare the 
game nin’ mame, but were probably struck at Caleutta. 
The result is that for some years eoina of native fabric 
appear side by side with others struck in 4 collur in 
Buropean style, all hearing the mint name Murshidabwdd, 

Tu the native style it is impossible to say whether the 
coins were actually struck by the Nawal or by the 
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Company, but, as the Province waa then under the control 
of the Maat Tndin Company, it seems reasonable to place 
all the coins with the mint Murshidabad after tho 
Hijmh date 1177, or with a higher regnal year than six 
of the nominal reign of Shah-"Alam, under the British 
series, All with earlier dates would naturally fall to the 
Moghul issues. 

Fortunately there ia « further distinction than that of 
date to be down between the late Moghnl issues, and 
the continuation of the same series under the Company's 
rule; it is im the fact that for the frst time the latter 
lear on the reverse the “cinquefoil"—a mint mark 
apparently instituted at Caleutta and adopted at Murshi- 
dabad when the Company took over the mint with the 
mwimitistmtion of the district ‘The presence, therefore, 
of this mint mark on a coin bearing the Murshidubad 
mint name, can be taken as evidence that the coin 
should bo classed in the British series. 

Fenares—Mr. Edgur Thurston, in his historical sketch 
of this mint,establighed in the reign of Muhammad Shah 
(1734), records that in 1776 (119) ais.), in the 7th 
year of Shah-’Alam, the mint was placed by the East 
India Company in the hands of Chait-Singh, who engaged 
to continue the die of the I7th reenal year to avoid 
confusion © All Tipees, therefore,” the Tecord stutes, 
“coined m the Benares mint, and current in the district, 
may beclassed as Banwat and Sikku, the former coined 
under the Moghal princes and the lattor since the 17th 
year of the mign of Shah-Alam, when the mint was 
ceded to the Company by the Vizier, and by them 
transferred to Chait-Singh." This clearly gives the date 
1776 (1781 ad.) when the Company’s issue may be 
“iid to commence,and shows that the long series hearing 
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the nominal regnal year 17,s3 well az the real regnal 
year, were issued under British control (See Nos, 101 to 
112). 

From the time the Company took overt the adminu- 


tration of the district (1776) until IS11, when the. 


new coinage with a milled edge was imstituted, there 
were two distinet types of native style, bearing the mint 
name of Benares, struck concurrently; the former begin 
ihe continuation of the existing issue of the Moghul, at 
tho tinie the mint was taken over, with mint marks, Ping 
and Fish, but having as a distinction the fixed regtial 
date 26; the latter being the issue with the nominal 
regnal date I7 before referred to, and having a four- 
petallod flower and an improved form of fish as the 
distinguishing mint marks. Hence tt will be seen thot 
it is comparatively easy to make division batween the 
Moghnt and Company's coinage at this period, as 


follows :— 
(1) Moghul, Hijrah dates dyfore TOT, vurying Tegal 


(2.) Company's issue, In continuation of this series 
Hijrah, dates after 1190, and always w jfived regnal 

—-year 26, Flag and Fish mint marks. 

(3.) Company's now type, having, in addition to 
Hijrah dates and regnal years, a fixed regnal 
date 17, Four-petulled flower and improved fish 
as mint marks. 

When the Company decided in 1811 to issue the now 
coinage with the milled edge, this last type was selected 
as the one to be copied, so that the new com (European 
style) is an exact reproduction of the native style coin,

A FIND 
OF SILVER COINS AT COLCHESTER. 
(Seo Pluie TV.) 


Ox July Sth, 1902, whilst some workmen were exen- 
vating for foundations on premises partly oceupied by the 
London and Counties Bank in High. Strest, Colchester, 
thoy found » flat leaden vessel containing lame 
number of silver coins, There appears fo have beet 
the usual scramble, and many specimens passed into 
private hands, but ‘must af these seem to havo been 
recovered by the local police. When the authorities at 
(foléhester were informed of the find, steps wera at ance 
taken to secure as much of the hoard ws possible, In 
the course of a few days an enquiry was hell by the 
cormer of the district; and the jury, having found that 
the coins were tresaure-trove, thay were handed over to 
the police and forwatied! to ELAL Trewsury, and thence to 
the British Moseum for exaunination and classification, 
The hoard, which, as delivered at the British Museum, 
comprised in all 10,926 pieces, consisting mainly of 
English “short-cross” pennies, with a gootl mumber of 
contemporary Irish and Scottish coins, and some foreign 
dmutnra eatertins, Thero was note single specimen of tho 
‘English “long-cross" coinage. If is probably the 
largest find of medieval coins tht has ever occurred 
dn this country. ‘The Choneton ind of coins of Edward 
the Confessor and Harold 1. numbered alkeut 1,70); 
that af Beaworth, of coins of William Land T1., about 
§.500; thot of Tealby, of coins of Henry UL, abont 
5,700; und that of Eecles, which covers precizely the

The two coins of Henry I. do not call for any special 
remark. Both pieces are deacribod by Mr. Andrew in 
his account of the coinage of that king (see Num. Chreu., 
1901); bnt as to the reading of the legend on tho 
reyerse of the coin of Stephen, T am still in some donbt 
as regutds the moneyer and the mint. 

Turning to the * short-cross” coins, which formed the 
bulk of the hoard, the question which would naturally 
be uppermost in the mind of the English tittmicmatiat ia 
whether the classification proposed by Sir John Evans so 
far buck as 1865, and published in thut year in the 
Numismatic Chronicle,” bears the test of this large hoard. 
The answer must at once be given in the affirmative, 
for the hoard not only completely confirms that classi- 
fication, aml, with the exception of a few new moneyers 
names, practically-adds but little to what is already 
known of English ntmismnatics during the period over 
which the ehort-cross series extended. But for the 
addition of these moneyers’ names, the table of mints 
and moneyers published in 1805 remains unaltered. The 
hoard, too, has not added 4 single new mint, #0 we muy 
eonelude that all these in operation between L180 and 
1248 are now known tous, Ag it will therefure not be 
necessary for me to repeat the arguments used by Sir

Besides these new names it will be seen that the hoard 
supplied “almost a full list of moneyers who struck the 
short-cross pennics. The chief absentees are those whe 
issued coins of Class I, in London, and these are only 
four out of a total of twenty. 

Several additions have also bees made of the crows- 
pommée mint-mark against the moueyers’ names. These 
it is not necessary to note specially, In his account of the 
Eceles hoard,"" Mr. Vaux went into this question at great 
length in connection with foreign deniers, which had 
only one result, and that was that he was able to show 
that at that time und later this special mint-marl was 
in somewhat common tise on Goins of the Emperors of 
the Continent or not is of little importance; and on this 
point, I think, Sir John Evans gave the most probable 
<planation when he expressed the view that tt was only 
O Mum. Chron, 1860, p20 6 ; 
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the private mark of a set of die engravers in London. 
If » moneyer had struck with this mint-mark only, there 
might have been & special reason for his using it; but 
since nearly all the moncyers who used the eross-pommee 
mati used alac the crnss-pattée one, it geoms diffieult to 
work out a special theory on this question. One thing, 
however, ia certain, that the eugravera who made the 
dies with thie special mark were much more skilful at 
their art than their fellows (see PLTV., No, 12), The: 
genoral workmanship of these coins is much superior, and 
as a rule of higher mlief; and the cutting of the die 
is very cleanly done. One other peculiarity of these 
monevers was, they often, not alietya, reversed the letter 5. 

Minte—In glancing through the comparitive table af 
mints and moneyers one is much struck at the irregularity 
of the iesuca: It will be seen that there are fawer mints 
issuing coins of Class TL. than Class I; the number is 
agnin raised ander Class IIL, but again redyeed nniler 
Clauss TV., and still mach further under Cluiss V. These 
changes, L think, in most cases, cam be accounted for; 
but in dealing with this subject it is necessary to keep in 
one’s inind the following data connected with the issue 
of the short-croas cormage-

In 1180, when the short- 
eross coinage was introduced, this poliny was still farther 
extended,and it is evident that one of the chief objects of 
this reformation of the SOE TES ‘its centhilization, to 
be brought about by a reduction of the nomber of mints 
and by placing them gate tho suporintenience of 
genetnl overseer, During the relgu of William I. and IT. 
about 70 minta were in. operition; under Henry L there 
were about 44, and a similar number under Stephen. 
During the first coinage of Henry IL the number of 
mints in operation, as shown by the coins in the National 
Collection, is 22, andl the elfoat af the new regulations of 
1180 was to reduce the number to 12, or, aa ciroumstances 
Le to11, Canterbury being at that time, se to say, 
in disermee, "These mints wore oither royal or episcopal 
only, the so-called Imronial or manorial mints being 
entirely uweptawny. ‘This, think, is strong wreument 
iv fayonr of the theory propounded by Mr. Andrew in 
hie | “History of the Coinage of Henry 1," that the 
granting of a manor carried with it sometimes the right 
of comage. 

The mints of which we have slort-oross pennies 
of Cliss I. (Henry £1) are Carlisle, Exeter, Linsoln, 
London, Northampton, Norwieh, Oxford, Wilton, Win- 
chester, Woreester, and York, During the issnea of 
Clues TL ond 11. (Richard Eto John) some of thea mints 
fell inte abeyanve, and others took: their place ; het under

niints te only five ; and if tho contents of the Colchester 
hoard are any ¢iterion, three only out of tho five were in 
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active operation, viz, Canterbury, Tandon ond St. 
Edmundsbary, As T think it will he possible, in’ most 
cases, from evidence supplied by Rading and by Mr. 
Andrew, who uleo drew largely from Riding, to secount 
for this instability of the centres-of coining, I proposes to 
give a alight sketch of thelr operations before and during: 
the period of the ehort-tross coinage. The mints will be 
talon in their alphabetical anler, 

Canterbury.—This mint, which wis only second to 
London in its activity, dates hack from the eighth 
century, and was In continuous operation from that time 
till atid ineloiing the first cuinage of Henry 11. It may 
at first sieht eeom strange that of this mint we have no 
ahort-crosa coins of Class 1. (Henry (4; for thongh the 
name of “Meinir™ was inserted by Six John Evans under 
that (lass, no specimen which I have met with can he ao 
wttributed : but they-are all of Class IL. Mr, Andrew" 
states that when Eilward the Confessor granted bis 
rights in the city to the then archbishop, the royal 
mint cesaod, and thus the absence of any reference to 
thiy mint in Domesday is scdounted for. When the 
quarrel took place between Henry and Becket, which was 
followed by the latter's flight and the forfeiture of all hia 
privileges, the right of caimage appear to have been 
rescinded, and way not restored by the king to the sce 
during the remainder of his reign. Henoo the alata 
of coins of Class 1. In his first year Richard I, restored 
the coinage to Canterbury, and gare to Hubert, the 
Arvlibishop and lis stevcessors, the liberty of three dies 
anil three moneyera.. This grint was confirmed by John 
in his first year, and it appears ales that, at the aume 
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time, a royal mint was te-erected there with three 
dies and threa moneyers: Henceforth it will be seen that 
Canterbury was next to Loudon the most active mint in 
striking coins. 

Curliie—A royal mint waa established there about 
1129, and it appears to have: been assigned one moneyer, 
as Ivormot and Erebald only struck coins during the 
rein of Henry 1. The latter continued to work under 
Stephen, and was succeeded by his son William, who 
remuined in office durmg Henry 1.’s first coinage, and 
was followed by Alain in that reign and the next, and by 
Thomas under Jolin and during the early issue of 
Henry If. It. ceased operations in 1222 and again 
berame wetive on the issue of the long-cross money, a3 lm 
1248 a writ was directed to the magistrates of that city 
to choose four persons for the offices of moneyers. 

Chichester—From 1112-1114 this was an episeopal 
mint. It was continued under Stephen; was dormant 
under Henry U1. and Richard -I.; but wasravived in L204 
by John, who commanded that there should be three dies 
in: this city, two for the king anil one for the bishop; und 
again in 1205 the king granted to the bishop two of his 
dies in thut city, anil the mint with all ite appurtenances 
and liberties at u reut of thirty marks, We may there- 
fore conclude thut the three moneyers, Reinand, Gold wine 
and Everard, whose coins are included in Class UL, strnek 
under Jolin and not under Richard. In 1208 tho officers 
of this mint were ordered to mppear.at Westminster; but 
it is probable the moneyers were reiluced to two, as that 
number appears under Clase TV. As there are no coins 
of Class V. we may conclude that the mint came to an 
end in 1222, and was not again revived. 

Durhow—Thia was an. episcopal mint, the right of 


- 
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coinage having been granted to Bishop De Carileph by 
William 1, cire, 1082 It was in abeyance under 
William U1, but was continued ander Henry T, Stephen 
and Houry LL, who reduced the tent for dies from ten 
marks to thes marks on account of those which he 
first placed in Newcastle: anil who at last cook away the 
dice which had been used for many years. ‘The privilege 
wes net restored Gl 1190, when Richard 1. gave to Philip 
of Poitiers, bishop elect, liceuss te make money in the 
City of Dorham; a permission, it is aldol, which bad 
net been granted to his prodierssors for « long time buck. 
Taree Wieeads sc lGrins Of hia Tn 1208 thy officers 
of the Durham mint were summoned to Westminster, 
and evidently the grant wor confirmed, as.wo have coina 
of Classes TUT, FV. and ’¥.; tut the dies wore apparently 
limited to one moneyer only, a4 we find only the name 
Pieres on coins of the last two classes. Tt wonld seem, 
therefore, that the mint cessed operations soun after 1222, 
Lint was rovivod in 1262 when Henry U1. restored to 
Walter, Bisliup of Durlam, seven of his dies; but they 
could not huve been long in nse, as ho specimens of the 
lony-vross money aro known with WI or TER after the. 
king's name, In 1272 Edward [. again restored to tho 
bishops of Durham the privileges. of their see, which 
included the right of issuing money. 











Exetr—The name of Exeter nppeata on the coinage

there were any coing of Stephen issued uniler this grant; 
but in evidence of that of Richard L. there are coins 
“struck by the monoyer fO4N, a specimen of which is 
in the British Museum. Itis undoubtedly of Cliss II, 
30.1 have transferred the name to that weion in the list 
of monoyers, ‘Though the grant of Richard L. was “for 
ever,” it would pppear that only one ywir of dies was 
despatched to Lichfield, and that the mint was active for 
only avery short time, This is the only mint which was 
not represented in the Colchester Pind. 

Linenln.—This was ut all times a royal mint, and the 
nameof Lincoln occurs first on the coins of Aelfred and 
from Falvar to Edward 1 From the evidence of the. 
coins it eeoms that there was a cessation of work at the: 
Lincoln mint during the later period of the short-cross 
comage, i4, Class V. It is therefore possible that for 
some reason not recorded, dies were hot sent to that city 
from about 1222 till the issue of the long-crass money 
T248. 

London.—It is scaroely necessary to make any ae 
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about this mint. Its origin dates from the introduction 
of coinage in this country, and at least from Norman times 
it has been the centre of our currency; 30 that whenever 
money was issued London has always provided ite full share 
of the output. We have not therefore, in the case of the 
short-cress cottige, to account for any fcwnm, In close 


association with the London mint was that of Sonthwark, 


which was closed about 1181," bat re-opened by Stephen. 
Aa po eoina are known of Southwark from that time till 
the reign of Edward V1, we may eontlude that the mint 
was in. abeyance from the accession of Henry O. 

Northampton,—Thia royal mint was the creation of 
Tienry T., und the date of its fountlation was about 1) 2t-— 
1128.1" It was inactive operation from that time till the 
heginning of the reign of Henry (11, when it is recorded 
that in the Lith year (1229) of that king's reign the 
lownamen accounted for. sixty shillings ont of the profits 
of the coinage, anil for thirty-six pounds arising from thie 
said profits, which bad been unpaid for some years past. 
The sbacnee of coins of Class V. may therefore be 
arcounied for in a measure to the eirenmetunce that the 
mint, early in Henry's reign, not having paid ita Wues was 
dlosed, and was pot opened till the issue of the long-eross 
money, when it became qurain active, The attribution of 
some of the eains reading NO or NOR to this mint and 
not to Norwich is doubtful ; but similarity of moneyers’ 
names is the only eriterion for their classification. The 
attributions made by Sir John Evans have not in 
consequence been disturbed.

next mint. 
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Norwiek.—This was a royal mint and was in active 
operation from early Anglo-Saxon times, and there ts a 
nearly continuous series of coins till early in the reign of 
Henry Ill: Domesday states that the bishop had the 
privilege of one monoyer im Norwich, if lo thought fit: 
but it is not known if he exercised this right. With 
other mints it cessed work about 1202; but wus ayrain 
active on the issne Gt tho leug-arom:monky anil aha ond 
of the reign. 

Oxford.—Vhe earliest coins of Oxiord are of the time 


of Aclfred; und though the series is continuous duwn to

Rochester —The history of this ‘mint is interesting. 
Coins are suppdsol to have been struck at Roohoster 
under the Kentish kings, and thatthe mint was continued 
by the kings of Wessex we lave ample proof, By the 
low of Acthelstan the ebine hal two moneyers there and 
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the bishop one, As no mention ts made of this mint in 
Domesday Mr. Andrew ™ concludes that when William 1. 
created his half-brother, Odo, Bishop of Bayeux, Earl of 
Kent, and gave him the City of Rochester, the grant 
carried with it the king’s mint; and when the earldom 
‘was eschoated in 1082 the right to two moneyers fell into 
abeyance. The bishop, however, still appears to have 
exercised his right; but even this ceased for sone reason 
in 1102, and the mint was not revived for over a century, 
viz. in 1208; To explain this, Mr. Andrew supposes that 
for some reason the Rochester mint was transferred to 
Canterbury, and remained absorbed into the archiepisea- 
pal mint until it was revived by Tohn. Unfortunately 
this 12 only conjecture. lt is clear, however, that it was 
revived by John, and was in operation for some time in 
the reigns of his successor, but is we have only one 
moneyer who issues coins of Classes IV. and V. it coulil 
not have bien very active. It was not again revived. 
 §t. Edinwadshury.—The evidence of the coma acvarcel y 
coincides with the records of this mint. Tt waa an 
cowlesiastieal one, having been granted te the abbot, and 
it therefore not mentioned in Domesday. It had one 
moneyer under William 1 and I, and Henry 1,; but this 
number was increased by Stephen.and again reduced to 
one by Henry H., who granted that it should have one 
moneyer with all the privileges it hud been accustomed 
to exercise, Though this grant was confirmed by 
Richard I. we have no coing of that king nor of his father 
after the introduction of the short-cross money, This is 
one of the mints which were sappressed by Philip Aylmer, 
At the inquisition of 1208 the moneyers of this mint 
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were summoned to Westminater, and the coinage ajain 
recommenced, and eantinned throughout the reign of 
Henry ITI. and onwards to that of Edward III. St. 
Rdmundsbury standa third in the list of mints for the 
number of coins of Class ¥. in this hoard. Simund the 
mone yer appears to have heen very antive. 

Shrowstury.— The coinage of this place was somewhat 
intermittent. Established by Aethelutan we find the 
mint in operation under several of the succeeding kings 
to William (1. During the reign of Henry I. it wos 
dormant, was renewed by Stephen and continued active 
till the striking of the short-cros= money ; anid was only 
resuscitated. for a abort time under Richard during the 
whole period over which that issue extended. It ts 
probable that on his secession Richard renewed the 
grant of the mint, of- which however but little nee way 
made. In 1248 Henry II, revived it, togethor with 
several others of the old mints, but it does not appear to 
have hail a long existence. Tt was again revived under 
Charles 1. | | 

Walon.—Of this mint Mz. Andrew says*!: “It was o 
eomputatively prolife Saxon mint from the time of 
Edgar until the Conqnest; it wai a royal mint and 
seams to have usually employed three moneyers, This 
condition prevailed under. William 1, until the time 
came when Herman, Bishop of Sherborne and Wilton, 
Gnally removed the joint see to Salisbury. It fs evillent 
that coincidentally with such removal the mint of Wilton 
discontinued ‘its constant output, and seems only to have 
issued its money when some special demand for currency 
woul render such isane profitable” Throughout the 
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teigns of Henry L. and Stephen the coing are not 
numerous, When the new type was introduced hy 
Henry I]. at the beginning of lis reign, wa ment with @ 
few moneyers, and this occurred again in L186; but of 
the sliort-croas coinage only two moneyers are known, 
and thus the mint seems to have been in abeyance 
throughout thé remaining period of this issue, and only 
fo have resumed operations for a short period on tho 
striking of the long-cross money in 1248, when a writ 
was igsned for the election of officers of the mint in this 
and in various other towns. 

Winehestér—This. mint dates back to early Saxon 
times, Aethelstan established aix moneyers there; this 
number was donbled by Aethelred 1. ; but.again reduced 
to six by William L; and by Henry te one, At the 
Ingnisition held by Henry 1. in 1126 Winchester 
again received its six moneyers. This number does 
not seem to have been maintained after Henry 1; and in 
1208 Jolin granted to the city & Tmoneyor and. an 
exchange, The number of moneyers, however, of which 
we have coins of lass ILL would rather prove that there 
waa more than one moneyer employed at Winchester in 
that reign. For some reason not recorded, the operations 
of the mint were suppressed about 1222, and not revived 
till the issne of the long-cross money in 1248, when 
Matthew of Paris states, “Henry TLL also continued the 
mint here.” This mint appears to have been discontinued 
after the death of Henry LT. 

Worcester —This mint dates from the reign of Aethelred 
TL, and was a royal one; but os no mention is made of it 
in the survey of 1086 it was probably farmed to the 
citizens, as were also other myal mints,“* It was working 
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during the reigns of Henry I., Stephon, anid Henry IL, 
and survived the introduction of the short-cross coinage ; 
but apparently only for a short period as the only coins 
known are of Clogs L. Tt was not again revived till the 
reign of Charles I., and then only under exceptional con- 
ditions, 

York.—For many centuries York was the monetary 
centro of the north, and evidenne is not wanting that it 
ony have existed even in Ancient British times. It is 
seateely necessary to say that it wus an archiepiscopal 
ns well as aroyal mint, At the Conquest, owing to the 
resistance of its inhabitants, the city was disiranchised 
anid deprived of its mint privileges; but William was not 
strong enough to curtail the rights of the archbishops, 
who eontmued to strike money and were entitled to 
three moneyers. These were reduced to two under 
William 1. and L; but in LIS1-1135 « third 
monevyer was appointed who was « royal moneyer, tins 
resuscitating the king’s mintin thateity. The comage is 
henceforth continuous thronghout the reigns of Stephen, 
Reury IL, and Richard and John to the commencement of 
thatof Henry TT, Like many others if ceased operations 
about 1222, was revived on the issue of the long-7riss 
money, and continned with some intermission till the 
reign of William IT 

Riuddlan.—The attribution of coins to this mint has 
always been considered uncertain, as there are no records 
on which to rely. Yet the legends RVLA and RVLAY sug- 
west no other place, Rhuddlan was « town of considerable 
auliquity, and also of importance on account af ite being 
situate on the borders of England and Wales It was 
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the scene of a great conflict in 735 between Offa of Meroia 
and Caradoc, King of North Wales. A eastle was built 
there in L015, which was restored by Henry Lc in 1157. 
Towards the end of the reign of Richard LL, Ranalph de 
Meschines, Burl of Chester, was besieged there bya body 
of Welsh; but was relieved by Roger de: Lacy, his 
lieutenant, just when the defence of the town seamed to 
bo nolonger possible, When John invatled North Wales 
in 1211 he advaneed through Rhuddlan; and in the 
fullowing year the custle was attacked, but without effect, 
by Prince Llewellyn, who however succeeded in capturing 
it in L214. From this time till 1277 the place constantly 
changed hands, when it was finally wrested from the 
Welah by Edward-J. 

The coins attributed to Rhuddlan wre of Classes IT. 
and If, and therefore their issue just covers the period 
when the town witnessed jis two sIOLes, viz. at the close 
of the reign of Richard [ and in 1214. It is probable, 
therefore, that if thesa coins were struck at Rhuddlan 
they ure of the nature of a * money of necessity, ’ i.e, were 
struck for’ the soliliery and townspeople during those 
sieges. What favours this yiew is that the dies used 
moat lave been of local munufactore, and conld never 
have come from London, the design being very rude and 
the lotters misshapen, whilst the legends read pometimes 
backwards. ‘Taking these pointa into consideration I 
think these coma with RYLA and RVYLAU muy with every 
probability be attributed to Rlinddlan ; and the absence 
of any record of a grant of a mint to the plice is doe 
to the exigencies under which the eoins were strack, 

Turning to the other coins in the hoard, which ure not 
purely English, the first to be noticed are the Trish. 
'These are all pennies of John and of one type only, with 
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the bust of the king erowned and holding « soeptre 
within a triangle on the obverse, and on the reverse a 
crescent surmiunted by a star (the badge of John, which 
he had assumed on the death of Richard) also within « 
triangle. Unlike his English money John puts his own 
name on the obverse, whilet on the reverae is thot of the 
moneyer and the mint. This eomage was introduced by 
John in 1210, and the portrait of the king is borrowed 
from that on his English cottage, which hod first: appeared 
two years previonaly, The face is long and the beard 
pointed, ond formed of downward stright lines; he 
wares crown, and the lair om each gide of his head is 
always atranged in two curls, ench enclosing s pellet 
There was absolutely no change in the portrait throughout 
the reign, and it is on aceount of this fixity of type in 
his Irish coinage that we have presumed that also no 
change occurred in the portrait on the English coinage 
The only mints represented in the hoard are Dublin and 
Limerick, no specimen of Waterford being present; 

and the only moneyers are Robert and Willelm (Dublin) 
and Willelm (Limerick). It is not surprising that there 
werd no frish coms of Henry IIT. in the hoard, ws they 
ure only of the long-cross type, of which no English 
specimens were met with also, 

The Seottith coms are of William the Lion and 
Alexander I1,, and wre ull pennies of the short-cross type; 
which was adopted m Seotland in 1195, or nine years 
after its introduction into England. ‘The coins of 
William the Lion are of the Perth and Roxburgh mints ; 
but by far the grester number are without the mint 
name, Those of Alexander I. sect Bésbasghonly. uid 
vary only in the heal being crowned or pot erowned. 
‘They are of the early type of his reign. 
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The foreign coin are all deniers esterlina of the Low 
Countries and Northern Germany, and are mainly of the 
short-cress type, borrowed from the English money. In 
fact, on many the portmitof John is elosely copied, and 
on one piece of Dortmund, temp. Frederick. U1., a com- 
bination of the types of the English and Trish money is 
shown, having the head within a triangle on the obverse 
and # hort double cross within a triangle on the reverse. 
The presence ul so many of these forvign dquiera may be 
accounted for in the vircumstance tht Culchester, even. 
wt thist time, wait noted for its woollen manufacturos, 
which no dywht attmeted a considerable number of 
with them. 

It now ouly remains to account in some way for the 
burial of so large a hoard. If it could be shown, that 
‘the hoanl had heen concealed early in the reign of Henry 
ILi., m canse would be found in the fact that, towards the 
end of the reign of John, Colohester fell into the hands 
of foreigners, whit lind come over to assist the barons, and 
was held by Prince Lonis, son of Philip IL, king of 
Finmew, soon after the accession of Honry IL. The barons 
submitted to their new king,” and tho castle was again 
taken and Prince Lonis was expelled from the kingdom. 
The sudden departure of this Prince wonld have 
accounted for the concealment of such a large hoarc 
But the coins themselves show that the burial could 
not have taken place till very shortly before 1248, or 
about that date, for the names of all the moneyers who 
coined Class V. at London ond Canterbury are met 
with, anil even the latest struck pieces show that they 
had been for some time in cirenlation. We must therefore 
louk for some event which oecurred about 1248, It was at 
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thie time, 1247, that Richard, Earl of Cornwall, son of 
John, was, by authority of the Pope, whose demands he 
had secretly and wisely sutistiod, raising large sums for 
himself from those whe wished to be absolved from their 
vow of proceeding on the crusade; bot there is no 
evidence that Earl Richard was at this time connected In 
any special manner with the town of Colchester. Another 
reason must therefore be songht for,and 1 would mingreret 
that this hourd was one of the effects of the iame of the 
long-eroee coinage. Colchester had been » minut of con- 
siderable tmportance down to the end of the reign of 
Henry Lj in fact, it dates back from Roman times, [1 
was the ancient Camulodunum, and it was there and 
in London that the Homans struck their coins when in 
Britain. Though the mint was in abeyance the town of 
Colchester was « centre of commercial activity, and it 
could well have been selected as one of the places for 
the distribution of the mew long-cross eoinage and the 
withdrawal from circulation. of the old short-cross one. 
This would, moreover, not only account for the entire 
ubsence of any long-eross coins, us well as for the presence 
of #7 many Irish anil Scottich pieces, but also for the. 
somewhat unugial number of foreign deniers, nearly all

TWO COINS RELATING TO THE BUWAYHID 
AND ‘OKAYLID DYNASTIES OF 
MESOPOTAMIA AND PERSIA. 


Towanns the close of the year 1900, my official duties 
took me to Bombay, where I obtained the two silver coins: 
which form the subject of thia note, Being shortly after- 
wards compelled to return up-eoontry, T was precluded, 
by want*of leisure and lack of the authorities necessary 
for reference, from making anything like a complete 
identification of the coins or a satisfactory transcription of 
their legenda In 1902 I came home on long leave, and 
huve been able to devote the necessary time to a careful 
examination of the pieces and ty consultation with 
recognised authorities on the subject. Thanks ty the 
kind assistance of Dr, Codrington and Mr, Rapson, I 
have succeeded in fixing the attribution of the coins, and 
in transcribing more or less completely the obscure but 
very interesting legends which they tour, 

The result hus been the discovery of two nnedited 
coins, whith will, I believe, supply important supple- 
mentary data for the history of a confusing and little- 
known period. The exact significance to be atiuched to 
this fresh information must be admitted to be doubtini— 
at any rate, until it has been dealt with by more 
competent scholars than myself, I have ventured, htow- 
ever, to offer a tentative explanation of these new data im 
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the hope that it may go at least some way to elucidate 
the matter. 

The first coin is to be assigned to the Bawayhid 
dynasty, and appears to have been issued by "Imad al 
Din Aba Kalinjar Marzban in 428 H. at the mint 
Medinat al Salum. Tita legends, which are in characters 
of ay extremely “ealigraphic " type, ran as follows :—

In connection with these jegends, the following points 

uré noteworthy: (1) the date and mint of the Buwayhid 
piece; (2) the designation of the Abu Kalinjar wa Shah- 
in-Shah; (3) the title \.9\ ij bala on the obverse af 
the Okaylid picoo;, (4) the tithes on the inuer margin of 
the reverse of the same. A remurkable coincidence is 
the fact that both coins not only belong to the reign of 
the Khaliph Al Keim bi-amri-allah (422-4607 HL), but 
also bear exuctly the same date—428 H. The one 
specimen of Mu'tamid's coinage io the British Museum 
lacks a date, but bears the name of the preceeding 
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Khaliph, Al Kadir, aa also that of Baba al Dwulah the 
Bawayhid, and must therefore be dated between 388 H. 
and 403 H. The Museum has no specimen representing 
"Imad wl Din. 

For the better comprehension of the possible signifi- 
cance of the legends on these two coins # brief sketch of 
the relations between the ‘Okaylid and Bowayhid houses 
is necesary. The founder of the latter family was 
“the chief of a warlike clan of the highlanders of 
Daylam" (& Lane-Poole, * Mabhomedan Dynasties"), 
who wns repited a descendant of the ancient kingra of 
Persin, On the break-up of the Abbasid empire, which 
ensnéd in the Oth century ap, the Samanid power, 
founded by the Persian noble aman, amerged —pre- 
eminent, lut like that of most oriental dynastios 
remained unchallenged for little more than a. genermtion. 
The Ziyurid prince, Mardawi), rendered himself mmde- 
pendent of the Samanids and appropriated a considerable 
partion of their western territories, notably Ispahan and 
Hamadhan. To him Buwayh, renouncing his allegiance 
tu the Samanids, attached himself and obtained the 
government of Karaj, The son of Buwayh, "Imad al 
Daulah Abn'l Hassan “Ali, extended the territorial 
posseasions of bis family by the seizure of Ispahan and 
other districts on the Persian borders. With the help of 
his two brothers, Mu'iza al Davlah and Rukn al Doula, 
‘AH next took Shiraz, and the three then working 
weatward entered Baghdul in S34 HL, and reduced the 
Khualiph to complete political dependence, Though thom- 
eelyes shiihs, the Buwaybids were content to allow the 
head of the Mahomedan work] to retain religious 
supremacy, provided that they secured for themsel vee 
the ailministration of his temporal authority aml the 
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aetual occupation of his territorial dominions, Of the 
familiesof the elder brothers, though to Mu'izz the Khaliph 
had granted the rank of Amir al Dmara, and thongh ‘Ali 
appears to have been the steading apirit in the eonfedemey, 
little or nothing is heard in subsequent generntions. 
From Rukn al Daulah, the youngest, the family branched 
off in several lines, each apparently inheriting a9 its own 
some particular portion of the Khaliph’s dominions, and 
each striving to obtain na much more as the weakness of 
the parallel branches and its own strength would permit. 

The grandson of Rnkn al Daulab was Baha al Deuleh, 
who united under his sway the provinces of Kirman, 
‘Trak, Ahwaz and Fars. The eldest son of Baha was 
Sultan al Danlah, who became the father of ‘Tmad al Din 
Abu Kalinjar Marztan. The youngest son of Balin was 
named Jalal al Danlah, The latter was proclaimed in 
416 H, steceessor to his brother Mnsharrif, the deceased 
prince of "Irak. falul, however, was o weak man, and the 
country waa in so disturbed a state that he did not 
actoully ocoupy his capital, Baghdad, till 418 H. In 
the meantime his nephew, Imad al Din, who in 415 H. 
had become ruler of Fars, had been strengthening his 
own position, 60 that in 410 H. he was able tw annex 
Kirman. ‘Imad appears to lave lad ambitions, and the 
fact that he was the son of Jalal's eldest brother no 
doubt gave him in his own eyes a superior claim to 
what had lelonged tu his grandfather, Baha al Daulah, 
and in part to his father. Moreover, “Imk waa, so-to suy, 
the metropolitan provinee of the empire, and its possession 
carried with it the control of the Khaliph, and at least « 
nominal supremacy over hie dominions. Given, then, 
weakness in the de facto roier Jalal, it was only to be 
expected that "Imad would advance pretensions to his 
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place and power, and would endeavour to enforce them 
when and as opportunity offered. 

The situation, however, is complicated by the inter- 
vention of @ third party, the ‘Okaylid prince Mu'tamid al 
Daulah Kirwash (501-442 H.). The Bano “Okayl was a 
branch of an important Arab clan that had emigrated 
from Arabia and settlel in Bahrayn. Being driven 
thence they descended upon ‘Trak and Mesopotamia, 
where they becama, in the 4th century (EL), the subjects 
of the Hamdanid princes. This dynasty had acquired 
eonsiderable territories in Syria and Mesopotamia, their 
two chief seats being Mosil and Aleppo, where, under the 
brothers Nasir al Danlah and Seif al Danlauh, their 


prestige reached ita acme. Success naturally brought 


the Hamdanids into collision with the rising power of the 
Bawayhids. In 367 H,"Adud al Dauluh, the Buwayhid 
ruler of Fars and Kirman, took Mosil and drove. the 
Hamdanid Abu Taghlib from Mesopotamia, The fall 
of the Hamdanids paved the way for the rise of the 
‘Okoylid chief Abu-l-Dhawwad Mohammad, who, after « 
periidious alliance with the brothers of Abu Taghlib, 

deserted therm and seized Mosil for himself, Ala-l- 

Dhaowwad bastened to acknowledge the supremacy of 
the Buwayhil sovereign Baha al Daulah, who despatched 
a representative to Mosil. His submission, whether 
genuine or not, availed the ‘Oksylid hittle, for in 381 
Baha, evidently unwilling to permit the erection of a 
power so nearly independent in such close proximity, 
sent an army against Mosil and captured it. In 386 H. 
the chieftainship of the "Okaylida passed to Mukuallad, 
who regained Mosil, and, on condition af paying tribute 
and acknowledging his supremacy, was confirmed in 
possession by Baha al Daulah, who was occupied in 
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defending himself against his brother Bamaam. Mukallad 
was assassinated in 391 H. by his Turkish guards, and was 
anceeeded by Mu'tamid al Daulah Kirwash. 

Mu'tumid entered upon an inkeritance by no meana 
peaceful, Not only had he to protect himself against 
the Buwayhids, who appear to have been always anxious 
to regain direct possession of Mosil, but in addition be 
was compelled to meet the rivalry of a hostile branch 
af his own family, at the head of which was Abu Sinan 
Gharib. In 41) H. the latter, in combination with Nur 
al Daulah Dubays, a neighbouring chief, and aided 
(presumably with Buwayhid connivance) by troops from 
Baghiad, attacked and captured Mu'tamid, Gharib 
‘odeed released his kinaman, but the allies seized and 
held the city of Takrit. Indl7 A. Mu'tamid's own brother, 
Badran, joined another confederacy against him, ‘This 
wis headed by two other "Okaylids, and Mu'tamid was 
ouly saved by thy» assistance of hia former foe Gharib, 
An indecisive battle, followed by a theatrical recon- 
eilintion of the chief contending purties, closed the 
epaole, 

It was shortly after these events thot Jalal ul Donlah, 
the Buwayhid, came. to Baghdad; for his times and 
circumatanves he was singularly ill-suited, yet singularly 
long-lived, Unable to compel even the Khaliph to his 
will, he could not control his own jonissarios, mach 
lous intervene with effect in the welter of rivalries-and 
conflicts around him. We find him struggling with Nur 
al Doulah Dubays, the Asadi chief, in 420 H., and with 
the "Okaylid Rafla’ in 421 H. ‘The latter was in command 
of the town of Takrit, 4 place much desired by his 
cousin, Abu Sinan Gharib. Ratio’ allied himself with 
Mu'tamid, ani!) Gharib songht the help of the Buwayhid 
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lord paramoant. The two ‘Okaylids defeated Jalal and 
Gharib, and consequently the ownership of ‘Takrit 
remained unchanged. In 4238 TH. the Turkish guards of 
Jalal rose and drove him out of Baghdad. Te fled to 
*Akbora, then In possession of Gharib, and after a sojourn 
of 45 daya was permitted to return to hia capital. In 
435 H. his powerful vassal and protector Gharib died, 
and in 427 H. another outbreak again forced the Inckless 
Jalal to leave Baghdad. This time he songht refuge 
with Gharib’ cousin Rafis’ at Takrit, afia’ dying 
later in the year, Jalal, on the receipt of 50,000 dinars, 
confirmed hia nephew Khamis in the succession. The 
deaths of Rafla’ and Ghuril left the field clear for 
Mu'tamid Kirwash. He appears to have resolved to 
recover the towne held by the rival branch of his house, 
and to do this if possible without prejudice to his loyalty 
to the Buwayliid overiord. Probably he looked on 
Jalal as likely to become a aseful tool, and hopail to 
establish an influence with him similar to thot enjoyed 
by Abu Sinan Gharib, That he was suecessfnl in his 
attempt on ‘Akhara ia shown by onr coin, which also 
proves his nominal loyslty to Jalal al Danlah. Takrit, 
however, was another matter: here Jalal appears to have. 
been pledged to support Khamis, and when Mu’tamid 
made hig attack he wus repelled by the combined forces 
of Jalal and Khamis: 

We ean also discern other reasons inducing Mu'tamid 
not to break with Jalal al Daulah. During this period 
Imad al Din Abu Kalinjar would seem to have been 
extending anil consolidating his power in the East. He 
had, however, taken no part in Western affairs. But hy 
493 1], he appears to have come to the conclusion that 
his increased power required higher titles of dignity, 
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and accordingly he demanded: from the Khaliph a grant 
of the litgah, Siltin al "Asim, Mulilk al Wmurn, a title 
reserved {ur the Hhaliph himwelf, Al Kain, the new 
Khaliph, of course refused this extravagant request, but 
gtunted tho titleof Malik ul Duulik. Ditherto the career 
of ‘Tmadal Din between this event and his accession to 
the throne of “Irak on the death of Jalal in 495 has heen 
wrapped in obsenrity, Tle discovery, however, of the 
first of the two caina dealt with in. this atticle now 
eniblea us to hazard conjectures at.any tate for one year 
of this:period, Tt is dited 428 Hf. and purports to have 
bern minted at Medinat«l Salim, ¢.<., Baghdad, the capital 
of the empire. Hence, judging from the general politi- 
cil conditions and from the known incapacity of Talal al 
Danlah, we may suppose that, upon the sceond expulsion 
of the Intter from Baghdad in 427 °8., ‘oad al Din deter- 
mined to asert lis own claims t) tho heaiship of the 
Buwayhid family and fo the eantrol of the Khaliph's 
dominions. Whether he actunily came im person to 
Baghdwd ond there asserted his: pretensions cannot by 
definitely stated, bat from the iota supplied by the 
coin under teference we muy infer that in token. of hia 
supremacy lie waa at least able to have coing minted at 
Bozhdadt and té aseame the tithe of Shahin-Shah, This 
honour was ono that, perhaps in virtue of their reputed 
dearent from the Great Kings of ancient Persia, com- 
mended itself to the Buwayhids in «a peculiar deeree. 
Nevertheless it was by ita very nature not a title that 
each and every ruling princes in that family could 
asvitne ax a matter of course, Its assumption implied 
either a tight ot a challenge. Tho richt lolonged to 
the just head of the house: the challenge might issue 
from such -kinstati ws eonecived his right superior to 
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that of thy de facto chief, or relied for his justification 
upon the extent and quality of hid power and resomnes, 
The relationship between the vurious sections of the 
Buwayhil family seems not very milike that whieh 
cotnseted the different braneliwe of the ‘Talyur Mins of 
Sind in the 18th amd Hh centuries a.m: Inet as euch: 
Talpur chief, whether ot Khairpur or Mirpur Kins, 
minidinel his own petty court, and worked, fought 
and intrigued for lis own advantage, yet m theory and 
ovoasionally in the larger questions of proctical politica 
atmitted the ascendancy of the Hyderabad raler, the 
Mirnnjo Mir, co among the Bawayhids the ruler of "Trak 
appears to have been generally the meeogniaed heal of 
the family, both as controller of thi ompital and of the 
‘Kliliph, and na nanally tho representative of the senior 
brauch of the stock. Hence the wesumption of the title 
Shohin-Shah by o Buwnyhid who was not a ruler of 
"Irak could only! mean that the pretender disputed the 
tight of the de facto holder to it, und intended sooner or 
later to enforce his own claims to the headghip, 

The attitude of Mu'tamid Kirwash towards ‘Tmad al 
Din would not be difiemlt to guess It was little to his 
intervst that at ambitions and capable prince, backed hy 
the power of possibly all Persia, should replace the 
fecklees Jalal in Baghdad. Consequently we ahonlid 
expect that, at least until the might of "Imad al Din 
proved insuperuble, Mu'tamid would favour and support 
Jalal al Daulah. The inseriptions on the second of our 
two coins appear to contirm this. expectation, At the 
very time that “Imad al Din was chin lan grinige dialal al 
Dadlab for the sapremacy and had perhaps gained n 
temporary hold of his capital, we find Mu'tamid vindicat- 
ing in his coinage the right of Julal to the supreme title, 
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and acknowledging him as parumonunt, with no reference 
whatever tothe pretender. For onee the claims of interest 
coincided with the obligations of duty, ond in such a 
eras Mu'tamid was not the man to hold back. Indeed 
his loyalty appears almost «xoessive, for, combined with 
the title Shahin-Shah, ocenrs on this same coin. the 
parallel designation Malik al Malik, whieh in 429 0. 
Jalal wes to bee from the Khiliph and almost to be 
refused. Mu'tamid, aware probably in 428 IL of Jalal’s 
desire for this dignity, seemingly thought that he might 
anticipate the Khaliph’s eanction. In so doing he erred, 
for Al Kaim (who qnite possibly preferred ‘lmad al Din 
to Julwl al Daulah’on the ground that a strong master is 
batter than a foolish one) ut first refused Jolal's request, 
and eventually referred the case toa committee of jurists 
who alter much dispute decided in favour of the gmnt. 
There is litth: doubt too that Mu'tamid was playmg for 
his own hand, Me recovered "Akbara und also obtained 
for himadlf the new. ond unheard-of title "Sultan al 
Umar” (presumably the Kholiph wished to conniliate 
the strong men on both sidlea); and, in order perhaps pot 
to uronae the suspicion and jealousy of Jalal, he seems to 
have sotight to compensate on his coins for his own 
increased dignity by conferring brevet rank, so to say, al 
his overlord, 

Whether Mu'tamid was called upon to attest hia some- 
whut clumant loyalty by deeds, and whether’Imad al Din 
and Jalal al Datilal settled their quarrel by an appeal to 
arms, we cannot aay. ‘The veil of history drops anil docs 
not lift again, 20 far-as Aba Kalinjar is concarned, until 
the death of Jalal in 435 H. and “imad's own aceession to 
the throne which he had challenged some seven years 
earlier, That ho had not been successful im that

Silhaddi,and Muin Khan, waited on Sultan Baliyilur, who 
was encamped in the neighbourhood, aud complained tw 

im that Shere, Khan, the Goverior of Mande, had 
plunder: the country of their master, and that Mahmud 
waa plotting the muriler of Silhaddi and Muin Khan. 
The embassy was kindly rowived by Sultan Dalindur, 
On hewring of this circumstance Mahmuil took alarm, ani 
sent an envoy to Bahadur Shah asking permission to pay 
him fits. parsonal respewts, und congratulate liim on his 
acwaion to the throne, A favourshle reply was returned, 
but Mikmod «vealed the meeting, either through fear or 
from shame ot his recent unfnendly eondnet in éannection 
with Chand Khan, and returned to Manin, where he sat 
about repairing the fortifications. Bahadur Shah, in- 
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eonsed at Mahmud’s behaviour, marched at once on 
Mandu, which waa closely invested, Deserters fram. 
Mahmod'’s army had joimed him in great numbers 7 
route;and Minn Muhommeil, the ruler of Khandesh, also 
accompanied hin, Mahmud with only 3,000 men 
defended the capital with heroi courage, but, on the night 
of the 26th Fobroary, 987 at, (= 1550 A.D,), Balimdar 
Shuh, with « «mall forlorn hope, escaladed the walls by the 
Sangor Chitori, which, owing to ita supposed impregna- 
bility, hud been leit unguarded, and thie got possession 
of the city. Chand Khan succeeded in escaping during 
the confusion, and made his way tothe Decean. Mahmud 
retired to lis pniace, and prepared to defend himsell to 
the last, but was at luat compelled to surronder with all 
his family. Bahadur Shah was inclined at first to treat 
‘him kindly, and even to restorp him to hia kingdom, 
ant Mubinnd,. unable to oemtral bis irritable tamper, 
abused Bahadut Shah grisly te hia fhee on ane occasion, 
alter whieh he was ordered into confinement with his 
seven sons, and sent to the fort of Champanir with an 
‘escort tinder Asaf Khan, On tho way, al Dohad, the 
party wore atincked by a linge forse of Bhils anil Kols, 
and Asaf Khun, thinking that the attack had been made 
with the intention of rescuing the royal party, ordered 
the king aud all his sone to. be put to death. Mahmed I 
had rigned twenty-one yeart. ‘Though deficient as « 
ruler, he was a man of dauntless bravery, and the 
misfortunes that beset his latter days enlist our sympathy.

GUIERAT SUPmMAcY. 

After the conquest of Malwa by Bolindwr Sliah, the 
kinglom waa incarported in the State of Gujerat, anil 
partitioned inte districts, which were pesigned tj various 
eluidfs, Kalin Kino being appointed Foujdar of the 
province, Bilhmildi, who wae the (first ty join the 
conqneror's staniard, obtained Ujjain, Sarangpor, aud 
Raisin, bot hovinw piven offences to Tlindur Shah by 
atpiring to independence, jie was defyated! anil shortly 
afterwards vaptured bye treacherous stratagem. The 
roduetion of Ujjain, Surangpur and Bhilsa qmekly 
followwil. Meanwhile Hbopat, the son of Silhadidi, had 
fled to Chitor, and entered inté an offensive and dofonsive 
alliances with thi Rann. Bohadur Shah, deputing Imad — 
al Mulk to meet Bhopat, marched himself to Raisin to 
opposs Lokman, the brother of Sithaddi The reinform- 
ments from Chitor tinder Bhopat and Honw Sanka were 
forved to retita before the (ujerat foree, anil Halsin 
eventually surrendered. In the tinal assentt, Lolanan and 
Sillwildi (whe Lod meanwhile Lown released from econ- 
flxoment and daputed to negotiate with the defenders), 
with a hundred of their relations, fell victims to the 
*Janhor” commeny, in whieh 700 women ale perished. 
Alam Khan wae pot in charge of Bhilea, Raisin, and 
Uhandern. Bahadur Shah spent the next year in 
redocing recalejtrint chiefs tu obedience, and restoring 


order in the provinee,. Among the Grjerat noliles who 


obtained grants of districts at this time, wee Mallu 
Khun, who afterwards ruled Mulwa os Kaoidlir Shah.

After the capture of 
Chitor, $41 au (= 1584 an), a-hloody. vintory, which 
was ine chiefly to the powerful artillery ander Rumi 
Khan, Bahadur Simh marched to meet Humayun, whic 
was advancing from Ujjain. The two armise-came in 
sight of each other ut Mandsor, Here Bahadur Shah, by 
the evil advice af Rumi Khan, who was disgusted at 
boing refused the Governorehip of Chitor, entrenched 
himself, and declined to give battle Aa the Imperial 
troops held the open ground, they wert able to cut off all 
anppliea.

Humayun was now supreme in Maiwa. After a brief 
halt at Mando he invaded Gujenit, whieh fell into his 
hands without mueh trouble. The year M2 a4. (= 1595 
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ar.) wus spent by Humayun in Gujerat, Malwa being 
yoverned during his absence by his lieutenants. In 
048 ant, (= 1536 a.n.), while engaged in the pursuit of 
Bahadar Shah, who had fled to Din, alurming .news 
ached Humayun of insurrection in Bobur and the 
exstern provinces, revolt in the néeighbourhoml of Agra, 
and dixafection in Malwa. In ‘the latter province the 
Imperinl troops were hurd pressqil by tho rebols under 
Sikanler Khun and Mulla Khan, and had even been 
forced to surrender Ujjain and Hindia. The Emperor, 
having sppointed Hindal Mirza his lteutenant in 
Gujerat, lintied to Mandu, which he made bie head- 
quarters far the time. His presence hada tranquillising 
affect in Malwa, which was quickly reduced to submission. 
After Humaynn's departure a reaction took place in 
Gujerat in favour of Bahoilur Shuh, who defeated Hindal 
‘Mirae, and drove the Imperial troops from ‘the province, 
O48 ao, f= EG av.)

Mr, Thomas Blies showed o series of crowns of Charles | 
wizack ot the Tower Mint and at Exeter, and aleo a pattern 
crown by Briot having on the obverse the shields of England, 
Scotland, Ireland, and France arranged crosswise, and on the 
reverse tha king on horseback. 

Sir John Evana read * paper on a gold coin of the British 
ehinf Addedomaros, which was recently found near a footpath 
leading from Tring to: Drayton Beauchamp, on the boundary of 
the connties of Hortaand Bucks, The coin ts of the usual type, 
having cresconts, pellets, and other ornaments on one side, and 
oo the olher s prancing horie and the legend ADDEDOM 
(AROS). The paper is printed in Vol. ii,, p. 11. 

Dr. , Philip Nelaon commeanioated a paper on William Wood 
and hid coinayes. After yiving s somewhat detailed secoant of 
Wood, his patente for coinages, and hie transactions with the 
Government, Dr. Nelson deserilied the various specimens of his 
money for Ireland, and those for America, which latter are 
known asthe ‘ Rosa Americana pieces,” Both series extended

Mr. R.A. Hoblyn exhibited an unpublished copper pattern 
farthing of William and Mary of the usual type, but having « 
ring of brass let into the reverse, upon which the inscription and 
date, 1692, are struck. 

Capt, R.J. BH. Donglas exhibited a enst of a small Britiah 
gold coin, apparently the quarter of the piece reading VO-CORI 
(Evans, Pl. 1 6.). 

Mr. N. E. Barnaley showed a goid com of Boduoc (Evanz, 
PL. 1. 2) recantly found ut Sapperton, in Gloucestershire, and 
an aureus of Antonia with revarae legend BACERDOS DIVI 
AVGYVSTI (Cahen, 4), found af Pinbury, near Cirencoster, 

Mr. F. W. Yeates exhibited three load admission tickets of 
ihe Gluagow Assembly, 1782; the Panthoon Gardens, Spa 
Fields, Clerkenwell, May Grd, 1772; and Mr. Co's Museum, 
1778, See Misellanen, vol. ii, p. 74. 

Mr. Augustus Prevost showed eight medaleta of the Royal 
Family, evidently issued about 1550, 

Mr. L. A. Lawrence exhibited the dies of the reverse of a 
short-cross penny of London and of the reverse of o shilling of 
James I respectively, These dica wore found in the Southwark 
Bridge Read, ‘ 
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The President read a paper on The Croae and Pall on the 
Coins of Alfred ihe Grea" On iwo typos of Alfred, the obverse 
inseription is wo divided us to leave a vacant space, in the one 
ease craciform, in thea other of the shape of atribrach. It is 
suggested that these vacant spaces indicate a cross and « pall 
respectively. The pall would seem to be connected with the 
Canterbury mint. Sir John Evans sugvested that thie eryptic 
aaa of cross and pall may bave been due to the foot that Alfred 
had to make large payments of money to the heathen Danes. 

Mr. W. J. Andrew communicated a paper on‘ Somo Eeole- 
siastical Mints in the Reign of Henry L" The mints chosen 
for consideration were those of Peterborough and Reading, and 
Mr. Andrew gave an account of the history of these from their 
foundation (the former in the reign of Eadgar, and the latter 
in tho reign of Aethelred IT) down to the time of Henry L. This

A. Walters showed a hammered groat and half-great 
of Blizaboth with the mint-mark « lis, which, on account of thoi 
éimilarity of work to the groata of Mary, he atiributed to 
Elizabeth's firet your, 1058, and not, ne hitherto, to her third 
year, 1600, 

Mr, A. E. Copp exhibited a Ganlich stater, with human head 
on the obverse and at: androcephalous horse an the reverse, 
recently found in Wiltshire; this coin was strock in Norih- 
East France. 

Mr. W. Wolbster exhibited on bebalf of Major H: W. Morris. 
eon a specimen of Chinese " bosi-money,” perkape the largest 
specimen known It weighs 504 o8. troy, and represents in

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value 50 tools, or £8 Ge English It bears the date 1890, and 
wad cuit in tho city of Jang-yang-baian. 

Sir H. Howorth read a paper on ‘' Some coins generally 
atizibuied to Mazaios, Satrap of Cilicia und Syria.” Of the 
coins recently uttributed to Maxaios there are two serice > one 
with bit name in Arwoole characters, the other without his 
name, but bearing in Greek letters the initials of the eitios in. 
which they “wero etrock, Sir H. Howorth suggested that the 
latter series wna struck by Alexander tho Great after the denth 
ef Mazalos, and that it this forme tha connecting link between 
the coinage of Mazsios and his own bearing the head of young 
Heracles on the obverse, and “enw Abtophorus ou the reverse. 
The writer also noted the change in the obverse type from the 
lien of Baaltars, &e., to that of Athona, which showed « dircet 
Greek influence aw distinct from Porsian—In a discussion 
which enmed Br. Hill approved the new clussifieation, but ot 
the same time pointed oot that the change in type was uo proof 
whatover of ifs correctness, ag tha typo of Athons i= found on 
eins of coriain Oilicinn cities struck bofore the time of Alex- 
ander, and her worship must have alroady existod in Cilieis, as 
Arrian relates that afier the battle of Tssug Alexander offered 
up secrifices to Athena Magarsia. This paper ia printed in vol.

Theae coing are 
generally believed to have been sirtick during the Interval 
botween the death of one archbishop und the investment of his 
guccessor, and the dato nenally given to thom ia the interval 
between Wulfred and Qoolnoth, an, 882-8, From wvidenee 
supplied by one of the moneyers (Oba), Mr. Lawrence is of 
opinion that these coins are of o somewhat earlior data, 
and in consequence not selr vacante coma, He places their 
date about ap.

Sir Honry Howorth rood o paper on “The History and 
Qoinage of Ariaxerves TI, hia Sairaps and Dependents.” 
Afier an account af the history of this period, founded to « 
great extent on the recently diseovored inseriptions, ha showod 
the bearing of the now light thus obtained on the nnmerons and 
intricate questiona relating fo the coinage. He muintained that 
throaghout the Achmmoenid poriod the procions metals circulated 
simply by weight in the purely Persian provinesas of tho empire, 
The octan!l coins—the gold daries and the silver aigloi—which 
we poseamn of this dynasty were strock sololy for those districts 
in which the Greek element prevailod, and they wers iesuadl, 
moreover, to a very considerable extont for the paymont of 
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Greck morcanarien, ‘With regard to these daries and siglo Sir 
H. Howorth contended that, aliiiough they could undonbt- 
edly be arranged roughly into an carlior class and a later elass, 
yet there waa no wufficiont evidence to justify the attriimtion of 
diffaren’ specimens to each particular member of the Achmmenid 
dynasty, as proposad by M. Babelon in hi great work “Les 
Perses Achéménides."” In conclusion, be stated that his 
investigations into the history and numismatics of this period 
had led him alsu to mike several new attributions of doing blo 
the various satraps and dependents of Artaxerxes ILL

The Hon, Treasurer's Report, which follows, waa submitter 
to the Mecting. 
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After the Report of the Council. and the Hon. Treasurer's 
Report had been read and adopted, the President presented the 
Society's Modal to Mr. Arthur J. Evans, and addressed him as 
follows :— 


My dear Arithor,—The Coaoneil of this Society, by awarding 
their Meda! in teoognition of your services to Groek numia: 
matics, more espocially jn connoxion with the coinages of 
Magna Graecia and Sicily, hav» placed me in what I believe ia 
an autiroly novel position, that of a father, as President of a 
Society, presenting the Medal of that Society, the highest 
mark of appreciation that it ean show, to bis son. Tha 
poetion is of course oxtremely gratifying, but well aa you in 
my opinion diserve the honour, 1 think thnt it will be advisable 
that my address to you on thie oceasion whould assume the 
historical rather than the enlogistic form, 

You beeams a Membar of the Society in 1879, junt thirty 
yours ago, buving already at the close of I8T1 communicated 
an scconpl of a Hoard of Coins found at Oxford, with sama 
remarke on ihe coinage of the first three Edwards. Your 
wuggestiona as to the sitribntion of several of tha Edwardian 
cong were at the time regarded a9 novel, and perhaps hazard- 
ous, but of lite years I hays them quoted with approba- 
tion by students of English numismatics, 

By 1930 you were changing the direction of your studisa 
and entering tho field of Greek oumismaties, your first paper 
being on some recent discoveries of Ulyrian coins. 

Passing by your interesting Paper on a coin of a socond 
Carausins (1687), [ come to the first of those memorable 
Papers on the Coinage of Magna Graocia and Sicily in racog- 
nition of which this medal hay in the main heen awarded to 
you, Thies was “The Horsemen of Tarentum,"” which 
appeared in 1B80, which at once took that foremost plase 
as u monograph on the coinage of a Greek city which I belisve 
I ami justified in smying that it still yetains In 1889 began 
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that sories of Papers on Sicilian numismaties with which your 
name will ewer be associated. It relates fo varions now 
artista’ signatures on Sicilian coins and beara testimony to the 
futility of the post's question: * Why has not May a micro- 
weopic aye 

An even more important Paper on “ Syractann Medallions 
and their Engravers" followed in 1991, to be supplemented in 
1804 and 1596 by further noteworthy “ Contributions to 
Bicilian Nomismntics,” 

I¢ was this intimaty acquaintance with the comage of Sicily 
that enabled you, when, by tho Ismented death of Professor 


Freeman, you were called mpon to complete the last yolame of 


hie History of that island, to add a0 mmch to the value and 
interest of the work by invoking Nomiematices ag the hand- 
maid of History, 

Alihough your researehes in Crote lie somewhat outside the 
domain of this Society, I can assure you that the members take 
& warm interest in them, and | seize this opportunity of 
offeritig to you their hearty congratulations on your remark- 
able diseoveriea, whieh throw an antirely new light on 
Mycangan civilisation. May your work go on and prosper, 
but in the meantime the medal which I now place in your 
hands may corre to remind you of your old love, numismatics, 
whieh will no doubt, when oceasion ariges, again flourish and 
bear fruit. 


Mr. Arthor Evane, having received the medal, replied as 
follows :— 


T ¢annol help feeling, gontlomen, in view of the great 
honour that you bave conferred upon me, thatif from early days 
1 bave imbibed anght of the trac Beienee of Nomismatics, the 
fact must bo largely due to the circumstance that your Presidont 
fe alao my father, I minst confess, however, that the announee- 
ment that fhe medal of the Socivty had been conferred by yoor 
Council on myself came upon meas a kind of shock. A modal

shor} of any anch a standard. Home of you have been good 
enough to actompany me through Sicilian and Magna Grecian 
fields, and even to lid me good-«pead across Ionian wavee— 
and how did I show my grotituds for'so moch encourngement? 
Why, gentleman, by effevting « precipitate relront beyond the 
very pale of numismatios! Ip it possible to dosaribe in other 
terms # prolunged sojourn in the halla of Minos * I leave you 
to imagine the coward satisfaction of one who so far 4s foumia- 
matica worse conmerned, seemed to hove taken a comfortable 
teal among the lotus eaters, and could jook down with philo- 
wophic «ye on all those vexed quesiinna of moneyora ond 
mints, of typos and legends, and motne systema that continue 
to distract your minds. 

Well, gentlemen, | appear before you. to-day as one who 
hus been greatly disillasioned. Fiven in that serene atmosphere 
the alphabet—nay, half a dozen alphahets—pursied me. If 
actual coins were not sirock, there wore waights and ingots and 
elaborate ealeniatiotin EF do oot know whether thera wera 
banking accounts in those days, but at any rate a lirge number 
of elay documents hare quite recently come to light dealing 
antirely with parcentagos. If Minos had no ootual dies to 
tomp? the forger's ekill,thora ia ovidenea that tho royal geal itealf 
war counterfeited, The signets themaclves, the clay improasions 
—<onntermarked and eountersigned—ihe balances or tnlants de- 
lineated amotget the accomnts, the charactor of tha official badges, 
a bondred minutia of an elaborate organisation, sufficiently ahow 
that there waa littie to chyuoss betwedn Lhe civilisalion of the Court 
of Minow and that of the historic ages marked hy the'nse of 
coins. Nay, we can now advaned heyotid this, and say without 
fesrof contradiction, that—tike go tiny other foaturds of what 
wasformerly known os the archaio vivilisation of Greeoo, but 
whieh wi pow se¢ to have boon only » ronnisanned of earlier 
art—the coit-types and metrio systoms of classical antiquity can 
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never henceforth ba treated withant references: to thet great 
sarily civilization which is now being revealed to as from the 
soil of Grete, Aa an illustration of this T have placed on 
the table two of the coins of Knosapa itself, with tho well- 
known types of tha Labyrinth and Minotaur, and side by side 
with them, not ouly seals and soal-impressions belonging to the 
Minoan ago, representing both these typos, but the tracing of m 
wall decoration found only the other day in a corridor of tho 
Palace of Knossos, showing « decorative dusign consisting of e 
So the exploration of those earlier remains but leada us 
hack to the types of the early coinages of Greoce, and although 
somewhat of a prodigal son, [return to you not wholly empty- 
handed, to receive in all humility the numismatic medal,

But avy one attending our meetings, or examining the papers 
poblished in tho Vumismatic Chronicle, musi al onee pareaiva 
that there is no want of vitality in our body, and {hat our 
publications atill maintain the high level of former years, 
even if they do not rise above it, 

The cousual umount of matter in the twentieth and lost 
volume of the third series of the Chronicle, and of the first 
volume of the fourth series, has caused «a corresponding in- 
¢rease in our printing expenses, and bas thus made our - 
expenditure somewhat exeeed onr income.

award it jie not for mo to eavil, and | trust that it will 
moet with the warm approval of the Society. 

Tt is pow 4 veur amd five months sinee tha death of our 
beloved Queen Victoria, and we are all-wounil to a high 
pitch of expectation of the Coronation of His Most Gracious 
Majesty King Edward VIL on this day week. And yet, if 
a hoard of any 500 gold and silver ooina wore deposited fn 
the darth to-morrow, anil jt eame into the hands of « col. 
lector 500 years heres, I doubt whether his cabinet would 
be enriched by o single coin of Edward VO, Ji will bo-in- 
toresting to know, in illostration of what must hava taken 
pluce ut the beginning of many dthor reigns, how many coins 
bouting (he image and auperscription of bis prodecessor were 
struck in the first year, and possibly the second, of Edward VIL. 

the Proclamation authorising the currency of tha silver 
coimmge beure dete the 13th Janunry, 1902, or nearly a yoar 
afer the Inte Queen's decease, I de not for 4 motment aay 
that the delay in the “ changs of the money “ wae otherwise 
than tensonable, bot it brings into prominence the wonderful 
readiness of the Homan fmporial minta to adapt themselves to 
how cireumutanees and @ new emperor Tuke, for inutaned, 
the eaze of the joint Emperors Balbinad and Puptanas, whose 
reign Jauted it three months, and yet of whose cgine no lesa 
than eighty-two varieties are described by Coben, besides 
nimeroun Greek Emporin] places, 

Aa to tho coin themselves, we shall all waleome the rewusci- 
tation of the lion shillings” with “Our Royal Crest,” and 
earnestly hope that “ Britannin, standing epon the prow of a 
vessel, hor night hand grasping « trident,” may long be xym- 
bolical of her continuing to "rule the waves." One regrets 
that the long-expected termination of our war in South Afries 
cannot be recorded on our coinnge, amd that the bleseings of 
Pouce, “terra marique parts,” will remain unacknowledged 
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upon them. It may be tho remit of our having no temple of 
Janus to close. 

Our losses by death have, I am sorry to easy, bean five in 

Golonal Tobin Bush had been « member of our body since 
1558, and was moch interested in Greek, Roman, English, 
Anglo-nilic,and Oriental ooina.! For many. years he resided at 
le Havre, on the other aide of the Channel, so thal ho wus 
hardly ever abla to attend our mestings. 

Mr,, or, a4 he was proud to be called, Major George Lam- 
bert, was hotter known at the Society of Antiquarios, of which 
for many years he wae a Fallow, than at our moctings. His 
opportanities as one of the foremost silversmitha in. London 
enabled him to become one of the best judges af old English 
plate, and the Goldsmiths’ Company was evriched by uo mag: 
nificent collection of silver spoons and other objects, which he 
gradually tmill op, and then in the mogl [beral mannir presented 
to the Company, He died on the 12th September, 1901, in his 
sevonty-eighth year, Neither ho nor Colonel Bush contributed 
to our (uremicte. 

In Mr. Frederick Spicer wa have Jost an old and valuod 
mombor of the Society, Hw joined our body in 1867, and at 
thal time, though resident at Godalming, was « constant 
attendant and exhibitor al our meetings. His removal about 
the year 1880 to the neighbourhood of Manchester necessarily 
diminished tus power of attendance, but hm face waa by no 
means jufrequently seen af our meetings, LHe was especially 
intoreuted in early English numismatics, aod Mr. Audrow, in 
bia great paper on the coins of Henry I, cites him as having 
contributed many readings of the William I and I coins and of 
Norman ¢hartors. He bad indeed for some time been pre. 
paring for this Society m paper ou the coina of these two 
monarchs, which his sindy of the French chronicles of the time 


‘ caminpesee reg anberai ti las each of theag serius, which is boing 
disperse! by pue macklon, 
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‘ennbled him to illustrate. A fuir eopy of the portion rotating 
to the coins wf the Conqueror is in the hands of Mr. Andrew, 
and the second part, deseribing the coinage of Rufas, ia ins 
forward state, so that we may hope to exe the whole paper at 
no very distant date in the pages of the Chrowiclr.. He had for 
nome years suffered from a weak heart, and on Muay 27th, after 
ealling In his tua! health on Mr. Andrew, drove home, uni 
peacefolly ynesed away within less then an hoor of bis 

Mr. Joseph Brown, C.5., K.C., joined our Society mm 1665, 
nod at one time wee o regular alfomiaril of our mootings, 
thongh of late, owing to his sitvaneedl age, his genial face was 
bat seldom seen. Ho was more distinguizhed as 1 Queen's 
Connsel than aga numismatist, but his tastes and soquire- 
“mente wers wide. Born on April 4th, 1809, ha had ontered 
hie ninety-fourth year at the time of bis decease, whinh took 
place on the $th of the present month. 

Mr. Emmerson Oliver, who diod in December, 1901, wna 
dected a member of this Society im 1555, Although be made 
no eormmunnication to the Chronici?, ho was moch toterested in 
Oriental numismatiog, and severn] papers from his pen are 
printed in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 
Among them are cesays “on the Safwi Dynasty of Persia” 
end “on a copper coin of Akbar.” 

Althongh the late Mr. Edmund Oldfield resigned his mamber- 
ehip of this Society so long ago an 1874, ho was so wall known 
to many Of me thal I feel it incumbent upon me to say a few 
words in his mamory. Mr. Oldfield woe educated at Wor- 
eester College, Oxford, and at the time of his election » member 
af this Society, June, 1650, ho held the post of Ansintant. 
seknowledged authority on architecture and classion) archm- 
ology; and be contriboted many papers on these and kindred 
subjects to the Bociety of Antiquaries, the Inet and most 
important one being on the Mausoleum of Hillearnnesus.

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To our journal he appears to have made only one contribution, 
which was * On the Orthographieal Form of the namos inscribed 
on certain Ganlish and Britiah Coing.'' Tt was poblished in 
the journal for 1866, Mr. Oldfield died on the 11th April lust, 
at the advanced age of aighty-five; aud it was only during thn 
last year of hin life thet his services to urchmology were recog: 
nised by bis University in his election to an honorary fellowship 
of Worcester College. 

I must now direct your attention to the principal COMET 
cations thet have been made ty the Society during the-past 
year, either at our meetings or in the pages of the \umimnatic 
GArontcle, As usnal, they cover a wide field. 

Our honorary member Mr, Théodore Keinach ha» been so 
good aa to send ui noles an somo Pontie eras, relating to the 
coinnges of Queen Pythodoris and of Antonia Tryphona, os 
well aa to the oras of Amasin, Scbasteia and Sebastopolia 
Herscloopolis, In esch onse ho makes suggestions somewhat 
in disacrordance with provailing views, but apparently supported 
by sound histories! reasoning and trustworthy numisamutic 
evidence, 

Our Vice-President, Sir Henry Howorth, has favoured ns with 
two papers, both in the domain of Greak snmigmatics. The 
firat of theee relates to eome coins generally attributed to 
Mazsios, Satrap of Cilicia and Syrin. Of these there are two 
gories, ons bearing the name of the Satrap in Aramis 
charncters, the other without his name but with indications in 
Greek Iotters of the cities in which they wera struck. Tho 
obverse type with the head of Baaltars is changed for that of 
Athana, thos showing dirtet Greak influence. The asthor 
euggests that this escond saries was etruck under Alexander the 
Great after the death of Muzaios, and that it thot-forms a con- 
necting link between the coins of the Persian Satrap and thoas 
of the Macedonian conqueror. 

The second paper by Sir Henry Howorth relates to “The 
History and Coinsge of Artaxerxes UI, bis Satraps and De- 


» 
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pendants.” In it he shows what new light may berand has been 
thrown on the history of the period by recently discovered 
inseriptions, and propounde the view thal in the purely Persian 
provinees of the Achmmenid dynasty the precious metals 
girouluted by weight only, and that the actual colns—the gold 
darice and the silver aiglot were etrack only for thous districts 
in which the Greek element prevailed. In somo respects bis 
views differ from thoes of M. Babolon, and the paper will be 
of great valno if it leads to n reeonsiderntion of the attribution 
of existing coing and to a ro-disenscion of the wholo question 
of the Achwmenid coinage, . 

In Roman numismatice thero has boon 1 great dearth of 
Papers, bul many interesting Imperial coins have boen 
exhibited al our meetings. So far sa the coinage of the 
Ancient Britons is concerned, wa have had, in addition to 
goma. noteworthy exhibitions, a Paper on a Gold Com of 
Addedomarca. In it I bave tried to bring together all that 
Se st present known with regard to the ecins of that prince and 
the localities whare they were found. Beyond making it 


highly probable that the territory of Addadomaros lay in the 


Eastern Counties, with itw cootre most likely in Eszex, I waa. 
able to establish litte ae to the chronology of thu coing or the 
sequence of thoir threa principal types. 

In relution to thy Anglo-Saaou series, Mr. L. A. Lawranca 


has offered a new view aa to the coins reading DORODERNIA 





AS on the reverse and giving the name of « moneyer 
on the obverse, which have meaally been regardod wx struck of 


‘Canterbury sale vacate. He suggests thot instead of bolung- 


ing to the period between Archbizhopa Wulfred and Ceolnuth, 
ap, 682-8, they ware struck about a.p, 625, the year in 
which Eegterht of Wessex deposed Baldred and annexed 
Kent to Weasox. I did not bave tho advantage of hearing 
the Paper, nor bas it aa yet been published. I sits therefore 
teeerve my opinion upon it, IT may, however, remark that the 
ao-callod mee wacante coins belong, in my opinion, to more 
than ono period. 
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For the enly other Paper on the Anglo-Saxon coinage that 
we have had brought before na T am myself responsible. In it 
T have attempted to account for thu obverse logand of many 
edins of Aolired the Groat being divided into either three 
or four groupy of letters, and have waggevted that the blmk 
gpucos twtween the groups typify in mw eryplic manner, in the 
one caso the Christing Crose:and in the other the Archiepises- 
pal Pall. Tho suggestion ia supported by the fact that the 
moneyers who atruck the latter clus wore almoat all connasted 
with the Canterbury mint. Tho possibility of my saggertion 
ae to the cause of Adopting this method of placing Christian 
symbole in eneh o eoucenled mannar on tho coinage, I leave to 
others to delurmine 

Our principal topic during the past as well as tho proceding 
your has boen modineval English numismatics. In testimony 
of thie T have only to mention the remarkable Puper, or rather 
volume, of Mr, W. J. Androw, entitled “ A Nomismetic History 
ofthe Rein of Henry 1" Not only is it the longest Paper that 
hes ever been commimicated to the Society, but it may be re- 
garded as the most important, at all ovents ao far aa the perind 
to which it relates lveoncernod. Aaa monograph on the coinage 
and mints of Henry 0 it is complete, almost every known coin 
of that monarch being cited sud deseribed, but ite merits rank 
much highor, innazmmch as now for the first time Mr, Andrew 
hae been pablo to show the intimate connexion which exiwts 
botweon the coina of each mint and the absence or prasenca of 
seriain types and the politiea! history of the localities in which 
the mints were situate, 

The Royal minte existed af o compuratively small suniber 
of cities and towne, whilé at a far larger number the right 
of coinage had been granted to archbishops, bishops, and 
principal noblemen; and what the author points out is that 
in the cage of this latter clase of mints the right of ecinage 
could not be exercived during the absence of the grantee 
abroad, lup remained dormant antil bia return, As = con- 
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segnence, though all the coneecntive types might be, and 


probably were, struck at (he Roval mints, there would, at o 
period whon so many of the English nobility and ecclesiastical 
dignitaries had perforee to pasa muck of their time in Franea or 
in the Jatter caso at Homo, bo at almost all the minta. granted 
to them intervals of groater or less duration when their privi- 
loge to coin would be suapendod, 

The change in the dies, which took place about every two 


years nod which waa compulsory on the moneyors, who were. 


thoi made to contribute considerabld sums to the Exchequer, 
affords an important clement in the case. If the grantee 
of the mint seare heist: feom England the new dies could 
not be claimed, and the absence of come of any particular 
types from the seriee of coins issued from any particular 
mint id thoa to be seeounted for. In some cases, as for 
instance where the mints were furmed by the inhabitants of 
a town, these privileges poem to have been suspended if 
offence were piven to the Crown. 

By historical ne weil as numiematio research Mr. Andrew 
has been able to establish o now suceession of the types of 
the coins of Henry lon what seema likely lo prove a secure 
foundation, In en Address of this kind it ix, af course, impoe- 
sible to follow him into details; but any one studying his paper 
will be struck with the manner in whieh the history of each 
mint and the presence or absence of particular types dovetail 
inte each other and corroborata the extremely ingenious 
wgwestions of Mr. Andrew. His ia an epoch-making paper 
in more sensed than one, 

Mr. Carlyon-Britton has provided us with an interesting 
essay “Ona rare Sterling of Hanry, Earl of Northumberland.“ 
In it he discusses the qnestion whether the Henry of these rare 
coins is Henry, the gon of David [, King of Scotland, or Henry, 
won of Geofray, Coumt of Anjou, by Matilda, widow of the 
Empator Henry V, amd daughter of Hoory 1 of England. 
Roth appear to hare had opportunities of striking ecina at 
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Carlisle, and the author, after weighing the evidenas on behalf 
of each claimant, is in favour of assiening the coins with the 
erosa-croedlel and crosa-fleury types, struck af Carlisle, to 
Henry “ Fits-David," Earl of Northamberland and Lord of 
Carlisle; while he athribates the coins of the type of Haw- 
king, 250, to Henry Fitz-Empresa.” Possibly the last word 
has not a yot been anid upon the aubjeed, 

Mr. Y. A, Walters hay given ux an exhaustive Paper on 
the Silver Coinage of Henry VI, dealing with the sucoedsive 
issues from the mints, their mint-marks and subsidiary 
symbols. One of the points of interest brought ont is the 
griat importance of the Calaia mint daring the early part 
of Henry's reign, when « large proportion of the currency 
of England wna otruck on the- other sido of the Channdl, - 
The Papor will be foond to throw mueh light on the proper 
chronological arrangement of the coins af Henry VI. 

It io fortunate avent that a find of silver coins of Edward 
TY to Henry VIII eame into the hands of Mr. Li A; Lawrence 
for description. Not only has he carefully catalogued tham, 
giving a detailed seconnt of anch variety of the 829 picces 
comprised inthe hoard: but he hos extracted ail the numis 
matic information such a deposit of coins is calenlated to afford, 
The most abundant pioces are groate and half-grouts of Henry 
VIE, and they involve the consideration. of the seyoence of 
mint-marks, both of his first and second issues, and of the 
duration of the perinds in which each was Strick. TI mnt 
leave the anthor's conclusions for the attentive consideration of 
the readers of his Paper. 

Our Treasurer, Mr, A. E. Copp, has called our attention Lo 
some of the beautifal medals or plagues by Simon Pussa, J 
am bol aware that any suggestions hava been published us to 
the manner m which thesa plagues and » number of counters 
were produced, but E believe that the Process was aa follows. 
First. coppér-plate was engraved or etched after the manner 
of ling engraving, bat the required design not being reversed. An 
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mpression from thie plate was taken on paper with strong 
printers’ ink, and this impression was transferred to the 
polixbed surfaco of a hardened stect dic. Thin faco waa then 
etched with acid, so that dhe paris protectad by the ink woull 
be Taft in low relief, and with the diea thas formed the soft 
silver plaques and counters were struck, It would be interest- 
ing if some competent dia-engraver would try this process and 
ascertuin whether my theory could be carried into prnetice, A 
silver plaque reproducing a finely engraved book-plate would 
be an aceeptably offering to one's friend. 

Dr. Philip Nelson has given us « detailed account of William 
Wood and his coinage both for Iroland and Amorica, What- 
ever Dean Swiff may have thopyht fit to say m his Drapter 
Letters, all nnprejudiced judgea will, I think, agree that tbe 
halfponee of Geotge I are the finest examples of midellie art in 
the whole of the copper series of Ireland. 

Mr. F. Willson Yeates line given us = note on three leaden 
tickeds of th» eizhteenth century, all of thom admissions to a 
assembly, public gardens or s museum; while Mr. G. F. Hill 
has communicated a Paper on Timothous Rofatus and the 
moilalict T. 1 Tn it be has given an account of » portrait 
medal of himeelf by thig ltte-lnown Mantuan artist, datod 
1566: and i is pot @ little remarkable thal several of the 
medala signed T. BR. boar date within « very few years of the 
dame epoch, thongh Mr. Hill regards them ad the work ofs 
totally distinet artist 

In Oriental namismatics we have bad papers by Mr. Long- 
“worth Dames on some coins of the Moghul Emperors, including 
many unpublished specimens, on coins of the Muwakhids of 
Maroeoo, by Mr, 7, MG: Jobneton; and an exbapetive account 
of the coing struck st Omdurman by the Mulidi and the Khalifs 
from the pen of Mr. Samuel Smith, juur. The powwr of debnac- 
ment eonld no further go than in the coinage of thase two 
fanatio xealote. Sach in brief hae been our work for the 
Beaion, I most now tnm to another subject. « 
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The contributions to numismatia literature daring the last 
twolve months hare noither been fow nor nnimportant. 

The first that I most mantion ie the Catalagne of the Greek 
coms of Lydia, which has beon compiled by Dr. B. V, Head, 
and which forms the twenty-second volume of the British 
Museum Catalogue of Greek coins, It ix illustrated by o map 
and forty-five plates, and has an excellent and interesting in- 
troduction of over 180 pagea. After treating of the origin and 
‘prinerpal foatures of the Lydian coinage, the issues of some 
fifty Lydian towns are diseussad in alphabetical order, 

There can be but little doubt that Lydia was one of the first 
countries to issue evina, if, indeed, it may nol claim prosedencs 
over other conutries, The coinage may have been instiluted 
under Opges, Bi 716-052, and eantinued down to the age of 
Croesus, ac. 401-045, the Lydian capital having in the man- 
time been captured by the Cimmerians, to whom Dr. Head 
aesigue some barburondly axéeuted coins, It must he confessd 
that, a0 a whole, the purely Greek series of Lydian ecins ia dis 
appointing. They are ropresented by only a few jsenas, in- 
cluding cistopbori and nearly all of the second uni first 
centuries nc. The Imperial coinage is, on the contrary, abuti- 
dant and varied, and many of the reverss-typos, especially 
thous relating to loesl myths wach avXhai of Tylow and Masnos, 

aro interesting in a high degree, 

In Greak nomismaties, also, thanks to the liberality of Mr, 
James Stevenson of Hailie, Mr. Georze Macdonald hna been 
able to bring ont the #reand volume of hia catalogue of 
Greek ooing in the Hunterian Collection.” It compriees the 
issues of North-Western, Central and Southern Groecu, as well 
as those of Asin Minor, and ix illusteated by thirty-two autatype 
plites, and furnished with eleven indises, some of them sub- 
divided into sections. ‘The work shows all the care and minate 
attention oxhibited in the former volume. Eath eoin has hoan 
carefully weighed and its size noted, Coins of doabtful aathen- 

- (to. James MacLohoe and Sonn, Glaagow, 
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fitity have been exeloded, so that we have in Mr, Macdonald's 
volumes « trustworthy record of the magnificent collection 
brought together in the eighteenth eentury by Dr. Wiliam 
Hunter. The history of the collection formed by the bauiest 
medical man in London who waa without much practical or 
scientific knowledge of coins ia given in Mr, Maotonald's-first 
volume, and it ia remarkable that in a period when the forger's 
art wae rampant, s larger number of epurions pivces were not 
admitted. A third and fine) volome may whorily be expected, 
but in the meantime we may well express our gratitude to the 
author for hia long-continued labours. 

Another book on Greck numiamatics which presents some 
novil and pleasing features has been produesd by Mr, John 
Ward, It ia entitled *' Greek Coins and thelr Paront Cities,” ? 
and congists of throe pPemespal porta, an Introduction, Part I, « 
eatalogue of Coins, and Part Tl, Imaginary Rambles in Hellenic 
Lande. The Introduction is short and mainly relates to the 
awakening of general interest in Greece and Hellwnie atudies 
and to the objects of the author in collecting, Among other 
illgirations it appropriately has a portrait of the author of the 
™“ Historia Numoran,” Dr. B.'V, Hond, to whom this Syeleby 
owes bo largo adobt of gratitude. 

The descriptive Catalogue of the Ancient Greek Coins in the 
collection of John Ward, F.S.A., haa beon compiled ty Mr, G. 
F. Hill, and as might be expected, leavee Title ti be duairad, 
The chronological notes prefixed to the deseription of each cain 
or group of coins add much to the valine of the work, and the 
‘eallection ix illustrated hy twenty-two beautiful antotypo plates: 
series comprises pearly a thousand coins, for the moet part 
in silver, extending over the whole of Ancient Hellenic or 
Hallenined countrins, and the selection of specimens has heen 
formed with great judgment. The collection has bean made 
from the artistic and not from the historioal point of view, and 
the coins of Roman Insporial times, often so vaiusblo os aids to

geography and chronology, are practically ignored. Mr. Ward 
ia essentially an artist, and any One desirous of stadying the 
masterpieces of Greek medallio art during ita most palmy 
period cannot do batter than oxamine the platas iy this baok, 
unless by somo happy chancw he is allowed bo gee the originals 
there represented. 

Part IT, the imaginary rambles in Hellenic lands, is from the 
pen of Mr. Ward, and the torm imaginary is, 1 buliove, more 
applicable to the arrangement adopted than to the travela them. 
ralves, For the author seems in fact to have +inited most of 
the localities that ho describes, and in the majority of cases the 
pholographio views givan were produced from his own camara, 
Busts, #tatnes, templos, landsenpes and even a few seones of 
modern Greek life are given in profasion—al] mare or less 
illustrative af the ecins themselves or of the cities and countries 
in whieh they were #trock. In all there eanmot be lesa than 
SU) illustrations in the text, four of the last of which give 
Views of parts of the excavations carriod on by our rmetlallint 
of to-day at Knossos in Crota. 

Mr. Dalturi, of Cairo, has published in Italian o magnificont 
Catalogue of his unrivalled collectian of Numi Alexandrini.! 
Home idia of its extent may bo formed when it is known that, 
while the British Maseom colluction honbers 2,750 Specimens, 
that of Mr. Datturi comprises at least (500), The catalogue is 
illustrated by thirty-seven phologmphie plates, arranged in i 
govel and eonvenion’ manner, The first six give figures of the 
obverses of coins with Imperial portraits. Than some two plutes 
of those showing emperora and empteeses, eithér alone or in 
groupe, on the reverses of the colma. ‘The next sevontean platen 
are devoted to the variows gods, goddesses, personified rivers, 
soason?, &c., Which appear on teversea, these being arranged 
in alphabetical order. Subsequently there sre plates fhewing: 
mouomenty, temples, and other objects, agatho-demons, &¢,,

Acvstody of the catalogue and plates will, I think, lead to the 
conalnsion that there is a greater amount of artistic merii and 
more interesting phases of mythology attaching to the Aloxan- 
drine eeries than casual obeervers are in the habit of assigning 
to it 

Tho most-importan! work on ancient nomismatica which has 
been issued during the period in. review id the first volume of 
M. E. Babolon’s Traitéde: Mownaiee greequet st romaine. Of tha 
nuMmErour numismatic works which M. Babolon has undertaken, 
tints id ondowbtedly the greatest one both m bulk and importance, 
tis ho promises to trout of these two principal branches of sumis- 
histic seienee from every point of view. In hiv preface ML. 
Babalon gives a skoteh of his proposed work, which will be 
divilod into two parts; the frat relating to theory and doe- 
trino, the second te history anil deseription. ‘The first portion 
alone will oceupy three volumes, the first of which is now 
published; but bow many the second portion will comprimn we 
are not told. After referring to tho sciontifie utility of ancient 
nomiamiutics, thy author proceeds to give an historical necount 


‘of its progress from earliest times to thé present day, passing 


in review all the moro important works of each period and 
their authore, He then discuases tho anatgmy of the coinage, 
i, the nature of the metals of which coin were strock anil 
their provenanes, the rarious denominntiona, and the origin of 
the nummi earrati, bigati, quadrigati, modalliona, contirniati, 
tessere, ke. Tho last two chapters are devoted to Greek and 
Presen srmmeraticas and to the mints, in the last dealing more 
espociilly with tha Various mint-marks and signa fonnd on 
coins of the later Homan Eoupire, o difficult enbject which M. 
Babelon most successfully unravels, and on which M. Manrice 
has ¢o diligently laboured. The production of this vast work 
will probably occupy M. Babelon many years, and wo wish him 
avery auccess in the task he has undertaken.

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Our verestile, accomplished and distinguished member, Lord 
Avebury, has contributed to. Murray's Hotme and School 
Library 4 hundy and cheap “Short History of Coins and 
Currency." Init he traces tho origin of comage and ite gradual 
development among the Grosks, Romans and other civilised 
niliond of antiquity, bul the griater part af the book is not 
winaturaliy devoted Lo the historyof the coinage of the British 
Teles, from the timo of the ancient Britons downwards: Tha 
work i# amply illustrated by photographio blocks ‘and the 
coins eeiected are not, us is too ofton the onse, those of oxeassive 
rurity, but such 4s # solloctor may hope te obtain with time 
and opportunity, « moderately well-fillod purse being of course 
inthe backeround. Part IT consists of essays on tho weight 
of coing and on bank notes and banking, both of interest in 
their way. It is eurtainly most remarkable how barbarous 
were the proceedings at the Exchequer even so Jato as 1826, 
and also how primitive those of the Bank of England down to 
the end of the sightoenth century. The first £5 notes waa dnted 
in April 1793 only! The minuied of the Brut meeting of the 
Governors of the Rank of England on the day that they 
received their Charter, 27th July, 1604, are now printed for 
the first time and will be read with intarsat.
